The National Council of Educational Research 
and Training (NCERT) is an apex resource 
organisation set up by the Government of 
India, with headquarters at New Delhi, to as- 
sist and advise the Central and State Gov- 
ernments on academic matters related to 
school education.

RIE, Bhopal has under its jurisdiction the 
States of Goa, Gujarat, Madhya Pradesh, 
Maharashtra and UTs of Dadra and Nagar 
Haveli and Daman and Diu. The States of 
Arunachal Pradesh, Assam, Manipur, 
Mizoram, Meghalya, Nagaland, Sikkim, 
Tripura, Bihar, Orissa, West Bengal and the 
UT of Andaman and Nicobar Islands are cov- 
ered by the RIE, Bhubaneswar. The States 
of Andhra Pradesh, Karnataka, Kerala and 
Tamilnadu and UTs of Lakshadweep and 
Pondicherry are covered by the RIE, Mysore. 
A new RIE (NE-RIE) has been set up at 
Shillong to cater to the educational needs of 
North-Eastern States, i.e., Assam, Arunachal 
Pradesh, Meghalya, Mizoram, Manipur, 
Nagaland, Tripura and Sikkim. The Insti- 


tute is in the process of operationalisation and 
the educational needs of these States contin- 
ued to be covered under the RIE, 
Bhubaneswar. 


Field Offices 


The Field Offices of the NCERT, mostly lo- 
cated in the state capitals, carry-out educa- 
tional liaisoning with Departments of Educa- 
tion and other related institutions on prob- 
lems and issues of school education in the 
States and apprise them of activities and 
programmes of the NCERT. 


Programmes and Activities 


The NCERT undertakes the following 
programmes and activities. 


Research 


Being an apex national body for research in 
school education, the NCERT performs the 
important functions of conducting and sup- 
porting research and offering training in edu- 
cational research methodology. The differ- 
ent Departments of the National Institute of 
Education (NIE), Regional Institutes of Edu- 
cation (RIEs), Central Institute of Educational 
Technology (CIET) and Pandit Sunderlal 
Sharma Central Institute of Vocational Edu- 
cation (PSSCIVE) undertake programmes of 
research related to different aspects of school 
education, including teacher education. 


Besides conducting in-house research, the 
NCERT supports research programmes of 
other institutions/organisations by providing 
financial assistance and academic guidance. 
Assistance is given to scholars for publica- 
tion of their Ph.D. theses. Research fellow- 
ships are offered to encourage studies in 
school education to create a research base 
for developmental, training and extension 
programmes and to create a pool of compe- 
tent research workers. It also organises 
courses for educational research workers. 


The NCERT also organises educational re- 
search in the country. It has computer 
facilities for storing, processing and retrieval 
of data. It collaborates with international 
agencies in inter-country research projects. 
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Development 


Developmental activities in school education 
constitute an important function of the 
NCERT. The major developmental activities 
include development and renewal of curricula 
and instructional material for various levels 
of school education and making them relevant 
to changing needs of children and society. 
The innovative developmental activities in- 
clude development of curricula and instruc- 
tional material in school education in the area 
of pre-school education, formal and non-for- 
mal education, vocationalisation of education 
and teacher education. Developmental ac- 
tivities are also undertaken in the domains 
of educational technology, population educa- 
tion, and education of the disabled and other 
special groups. 


Training 


Another important dimension of NCERT's ac- 
tivities is the pre-service and in-service train- 
ing of teachers at various levels; pre-primary, 
elementary, secondary and higher secondary, 
and also in such areas as vocational educa- 
tion, educational technology, guidance and 
counselling and special education. The pre- 
service teacher education programmes at the 
Regional Institutes of Education (RIEs) incor- 
porate innovative features such as integra- 
tion of content and methodology of teaching, 
long-term internship of teacher trainees in 
the actual classroom setting, and participa- 
tion of students in community work. The RIEs 
also undertake the training of key personnel 
of the states and of state level institutions 
and training of teacher educators and in-ser- 
vice teachers. 


Extension 


The NCERT has comprehensive extension 
programmes in which various Departments 
of the NIE, RIEs, CIET, PSSCIVE and the of- 
fices of the Field Advisers in the states are 
engaged in various ways. It works in close 
collaboration with various agencies and in- 
stitutions in the states and also works exten- 
sively with Extension Service Departments 


and Centres in teacher training colleges an‘! 
schools with the purpose of providing assi« 
tance to various categories of personnel, i 
cluding teachers, teacher educators, educ: 
tional administrators, question-paper setter 
textbooks writers, etc. 


Conferences, seminars, workshops ar: 
competitions are organised as regular on-go 
ing programmes as a part of the extensio: 
activities. Several programmes are organised 
in rural and backward areas in order to reach 
out to the functionaries in these areas where 
special problems exist and where special ef- 
forts are needed. Special programmes are 
organised for the education of the disadvan- 
taged sections of the society. The extension 
programmes cover all States and Union Ter- 
ritories of the country. 


Publication and Dissemination 


The NCERT publishes textbooks for different 
school subjects for Classes I to XII. It also 
brings out workbooks, teacher's guides, 
supplementary readers, research reports, etc. 
In addition, it publishes instructional mate- 
rial for the use of teacher educators, teacher 
trainees and in-service teachers. These in- 
structional material, produced through re- 
search and developmental work, serve as 
models to various agencies in States and 
Union Territories. These are made available 
to state level agencies for adoption and/or 
adaptation. The textbooks are published in 
English, Hindi and Urdu. 


For dissemination of educational informa- 
tion, the NCERT publishes six journals: The 
Primary Teacher is published both in English 
and Hindi and aims at giving meaningful and 
relevant educational inputs to primary school 
teachers for direct use in the classroom; 
School Science serves as an open forum for 
discussion on various aspects of science edu- 
cation; Journal of Indian Education provides 
a forum for encouraging original and critical 
thinking in education through discussion on 
current educational issues; Indian Educa- 
tional Review contains research articles and 
provides a forum for researchers in 


education; and Bharatiya Adhunik Shiksha 
published in Hindi, provides a forum for 
couraging critical thinking in education on 
temporary issues and for dissemination 
ducational problems and practices. 
sides these, a house journal called NCERT- 
sletter is also published every month 
inglish and Hindi. The title of the Hindi 
sion of the Newsletter is Shaikshik Darpan. 


change Programmes 


he NCERT interacts with international 
ganisations such as UNESCO, UNICEF, 
NDP, UNFPA and the World Bank to study 
pecific educational problems and to arrange 
raining programmes for personnel from de- 
eloping countries. It is one of the Associ- 
‘ed Centres of APEID. It also acts as the 
ecretariat of the National Development 
‘roup (NDG) for Educational Innovations. 
he NCERT has been offering training facili- 
ies, usually through attachment programmes 
ad participation in workshops, to educa- 
„onal workers of other countries. 


The NCERT also acts as a major agency 
or implementing the Bilateral Cultural Ex- 
change Programmes entered into by the 
Government of India with the governments 
of other countries in the fields of school 
education and teacher education by sending 
delegations to study specific educational 
problems relevant to Indian requirements and 
by arranging training and study visits for 
scholars from other countries. Educational 
material are exchanged with other countries. 
On request, the faculty members are deputed 
to participate in international conferences, 
seminars, workshops. symposia, etc. 


Organisational Structure 


The Union Minister of Human Resource 
Development is the President of the General 
Body of the NCERT. The members of the 
General Body include the Education Minis- 
ters of all States and Union Territories. Other 
members of the General Body include the 
Chairperson of the University Grants 
Commission (UGC); the Secretary to the 
Government of India, Ministry of Human 


Resource Development (Department of Edu- 
cation); four Vice-Chancellors of Universities 
(one from each region); the Chairman of the 
Central Board of Secondary Education; the 
Commissioner of the Kendriya Vidyalaya 
Sangathan; the Director, Central Health Edu- 
cation Bureau; the Director of Training, Di- 
rectorate General of Training and Employ- 
ment, Ministry of Labour; a representative of 
the Education Division, Planning Commis- 
sion; all the members of the Executive Com- 
mittee (not included above) of the Council and 
such other persons, not exceeding six, as 
the Government of India may nominate (not 
less than four of these shall be school teach- 
ers). The Secretary, NCERT, acts as the 
convenor of the General Body of the NCERT. 


The main governing body of the NCERT is 
the Executive Committee. The Union Minis- 
ter of Human Resource Development is its 
President (ex officio) and the Union Minister 
of State in the Ministry of Human Resource 
Development is the ex officio Vice-President. 
The members of the Executive Committee 
include the Secretary to the Government of 
India, Ministry of Human Resource Develop- 
ment (Department of Education); the Direc- 
tor, NCERT; the Chairperson of the Univer- 
sity Grants Commission; four educationists 
with known interest in school education (two 
of whom shall be school teachers); the Joint 
Director, NCERT; three members of the 
faculty of the NCERT (of whom at least two 
shall be of the level of Professor and Head of 
the Department); one representative of the 
Ministry of Human Resource Development 
and one representative of the Ministry of 
Finance (who shall be the Financial Advisor 
of the NCERT). The Secretary, NCERT acts 
as the convenor of the Executive Committee.

Planning and Processing of 
Programmes 


While formulating their programmes, the 
constituents of the NCERT, inter alia, keep 
in view the provisos of the National 
Policy on Education (NPE) and the educational 
needs of the states requiring NCERT's inputs. 
The educational needs of the states are iden- 
tified mainly through the mechanism of the 
State Coordination Committees (SCCs) which 
provide a forum for interaction among the 
NCERT faculty and senior functionaries of the 
State Education Departments. The Stai 
Education Secretary is the Chairperson c: 
SCC and the Principal of the concerned 
Regional Institute of Education (RIE) i» ae 
Member Convenor. 


The identified educational needs o: the 
states are further considered by the RIs in 
their Managing Committees (MCs). Inputs for 
several educational needs of the states are 
provided by the RIEs themselves. The edu- 
cational needs of the states requiring inputs 
from other constituents of the NCERT are re- 
ferred to them for taking necessary action. 
The academic programmes of the Depart- 
ments of the NIE are processed through the 
Advisory Boards of the concerned Depart- 
ments (DABs) and thereafter by the Academic 
Committee (AC) of the NIE. Programmes ol 
the CIET based on media support requie 
by the educational system are processed 
through Institute's Advisory Board (IAB). The 
programmes of the Pandit Sunderlal Sharma 
Central Institute of Vocational Education 
(PSSCIVE) are processed through its 
Institute's Advisory Board (IAB). Research 
programmes proposed by the constituents of 
the NCERT and other Institutions/ 


orvanisations are considered by the Educa- 

ti^sal Research and Innovations Committee 

(JC). Programmes referred by the Academic 
mittee, the Institutes’ Advisory Boards, 
Managing Committees of the RIEs and 
Zducational Research and Innovations 
nittee are scrutinized by a Sub-Commit- 
f the Programme Advisory Committee to 
k overlaps and gaps, etc.

Monitoring of Programme 
implementation 


The Head of each Constituent/ Department 
of the NCERT is mainly responsible for moni- 
toring of implementation of its programmes. 
The progress of implementation of the 
programmes of the Constituents/ Depart- 
ments of the NCERT are reviewed by the 
Director/ Joint Director, NCERT. The entire 
process of planning, implementation, moni- 
toring and evaluation of programmes of vari- 
ous Constituents of the NCERT is a collabo- 
rative or joint venture of the NCERT and the 
States. In almost all academic programmes 
of the NCERT, academics and professionals 
from the States / UTs are involved at various 
stages, i.e., from the planning to the wider 
infusion of the outcomes into the system. The 


entire process gives an opportunity to the 
NCERT faculty to work for the States / UTs 
with their close cooperation. 

The information regarding programmes 
and activities of the NCERT is disseminated 
through the documents ‘NCERT 
Programmes’, ‘Calendar of NCERT Training 
Programmes’, ‘Annual Report of the NCERT', 
etc.

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An Overview of NCERT's 
Contributions to School 
Education 


The National Council of Educational Research 
and Training (NCERT), over the years has 
been striving towards qualitative improve- 
ment in school education. For the realisation 
of its objectives, it undertakes programmes 
related to research, development, training, ex- 
tension and dissemination of educational in- 
formation through various constituents in- 
cluding the National Institute of Education 
(NIE) Departments and Central Institute of 
Educational Technology (CIET) at the head- 
quarters at New Delhi; Pandit Sunderlal 
Sharma Central Institute of Vocational Edu- 
cation (PSSCIVE) at Bhopal; the Regional In- 
stitutes of Education at Ajmer, Bhopal, 
Bhubaneswar, Mysore and Shillong; and 
about a dozen Field Offices located in States/ 
UTs. 


During 1999-2000, the NCERT had a fresh 
look at its programmes and reprioritized them 
to respond to the national concerns in school 
education. The new initiatives undertaken/ 
planned during the year included :

The implementation of the Programme of 
Action (POA) on the National Policy on Edu- 
cation (NPE) in other sectors of school edu- 
cation was also carried out at an accelerated 
pace, The outreach of academic support and 
consultancy services was extended to state 
and district level agencies involved in the 
implementation of the District Primary Edu- 
cation Programme. Steps were initiated to 


attend to the development of school educ:- 
tion in the North-Eastern Region. Volume ÍI 
of the Fifth Survey of Educational Research 
and the Sixth All India Educational Sum 
were released. An overview of the programm. s 
and activities conducted by the constitueni 
departments of the NCERT, including regio: 
level inputs through the RIEs, are briefly m: 
tioned in this section. The details of t! 
programmes and activities are given in t! 
thematic chapters. 


Early Childhood Education (ECE) 


The NCERT has been providing significan: 
inputs and academic support in the area oí 
Early Childhood Education (ECE) through im- 
provement in the quality of pre-school, de- 
veloping relevant resource material, conduct- 
ing training/orientation programmes and un- 
dertaking research studies and coordinating 
the UNICEF-assisted projects at the national 
level. The report of the Study of Pre-School 
Education Components of ICDS and its Per- 
ception and Extent of Utilization by the com- 
munity was brought out. The findings indi- 
cate (i) inadequate facilities, (ii) developmen- 
tally inappropriate curriculum, (iii) poor link- 
age between pre-school and primary school 
and, (iv) highly positive perception of parents. 
A book entitled Easy to make Toys and 
Games was developed on the basis of prize- 
winning entries of toy making competitions. 
Documents on Monitoring Indicators for the 
progress of children in ECE for ECCE 
workers and for parents and six posters for 
parent's awareness in the area of ECE were 
also developed. Two training programmes in 
ECE for state level key functionaries from 
DIETs/SCERTs were organised for six states. 
Sixty educational officers of the Hill Council 
of Ladakh were oriented in pre-school 
education. 


Primary Education

To promote experiential 
value education among children the revised 
edition of the book Let Us Sing Together has 
been released and five Inter-State Camps for 
children with teachers were organised in col- 
laboration of the SCERTs. The Resource Per- 
sons of Central Board of Tibetan Schools were 
trained and Tibetan Schools were studied. As 
regional inputs in Primary Education, 
programmes like development of instructional 
materials on activity based teaching for 
Classes I and II, study of factors affecting 
pupil’s achievement in primary schools, de- 
velopment of 60 audio programmes in the 
form of lessons and textual poems have been 


conducted by the RIEs. The DM Schools at- 
tached to RIEs continued to pursue compe- 
tency-based teaching in action research 
mode. Teachers were trained in multigrade 
situations, activity based teaching, and health 
practices, Physical Education and Yoga. 


Support to District Primary 
Education Programme 


The District Primary Education Programme 
(DPEP) aims universalising improved quality 
of primary education. Baseline and Mid-term 
Assessment surveys were conducted and a 
document entitled Students Achievement 
under MAS-Appraisal in Phase-II States was 
brought out. This document provides indi- 
cators for mid-term corrections and estab- 
lishes pointers for a futuristic planning of 
programmes under DPEP. The progress of 
the activities was reviewed by the Coordina- 
tion Committee of the DPEP. A data bank of 
diagnostic test items in Mathematics of Pri- 
mary Classes was developed to identify learn- 
ing difficulties. Classroom processes were 
studied through classroom observations, in- 
depth interviews of teachers, parents and 
trainers. Four research studies pertaining to 
various aspects of primary education entitled 
(i) Classroom Processes and Institutional 
Structure of Primary Schools Providing 
Schooling based on Educational Philosophy 
of Indian School Reformers/Great Educators/ 
Indian Socio-Cultural Tradition, (ii) Effective- 
ness of Training Package on Continuous and 
Comprehensive Evaluation over the Evalua- 
tion Practices of Primary Teachers, (iii) Im- 
pact of ECCE on Primary Schooling, and (iv) 
Study of Effective and Ineffective School Edu- 
cation Committees and their Impact on En- 
rolment, Retention and Achievement of Pri- 
mary School Children in DPEP Districts of 
Andhra Pradesh are in progress in RIEs. Fifth 
International Seminar on Researches in 
School Effectiveness at Primary Stage was 
organised from 14 to 16 July 1999. Regional 
Seminars were organised by the Regional In- 
stitutes of Education as a prelude to this In- 
ternational Seminar. Documentation of the 
papers presented and the proceedings of the 
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seminar are included in the report of the Fifth 
International Seminar. Educational needs of 
minority run institutions of DPEP states of 
Uttar Pradesh and Bihar were identified. A 
case study of Mathematics learning by tribal 
children was also undertaken in Gajapati 
District of Orissa. 


Non-Formal Education and 
Alternative Schooling 


Studies on (i) Status of NFE at Upper Primary 
Stage in India, (ii) Status of SCERTs in the 
field of NFE and AS, (iii) Difficulties faced in 
teaching-learning of Hindi at Primary level 
NFE centres, and (iv) Effectiveness of NFE 
programme in Bihar, Haryana, Rajasthan and 
Uttar Pradesh were completed and report 
preparation is in progress. Key NFE func- 
tionaries of SCERTs/SRCs were oriented in 
various aspects of NFE and AS with special 
reference to the thrust areas of Ninth Five 
Year Plan. Two content-based orientation 
programmes were also organised for the se- 
nior NFE functionaries of voluntary 
organisations of Bihar and Southern States. 
Consultancy services in the field of NFE 
were extended to various governmental and 
voluntary organisations. An 'Annual Confer- 
ence of Directors of State Institutions in Non- 
Formal and Alternative Schooling', and a 'Na- 
tional Workshop of Voluntary Organisations 
on Innovative and Experimental Projects' were 
organised for sharing experiences. Forty 
projects submitted by various organisations 
for MHRD grant were evaluated and field stud- 
ies conducted to study the innovative 
programmes of some NGOs. 


Education of Scheduled Castes

A training package was developed for tribal 
language training of non-tribal teachers 
teaching in tribal area schools in Orissa.

Ad- 
aptations and adjustments were made in 
Hindi language curriculum to meet special 
educational needs of hearing impaired chil- 
dren in integrated set up at primary level. On 
the basis of assessed needs, a Hindi version 
of the Guide for primary teachers was devel- 
oped for providing concrete guidelines to them 
to integrate children with low vision in main- 
stream environment. A Handbook is being 
developed for transacting of Mathematics 
curriculum to visually impaired primary 
school children in integrated settings. Aca- 
demic assistance was provided to IED coor- 
dinators from DPEP states, various NGOs, 
schools and institutions, etc. in the area of 
integration of children with disability in ordi- 
nary schools. Under India-Australia Capac- 
ity Building programme resource persons 
were prepared for preparing teachers for in- 
clusive education. An International Centre 
for Special Needs Education (ICSNE) was set 
up with the support of UNESCO to promote 
access to children with special needs in an 
inclusive setting in India and the Asia-Pacific 
region. The evaluation of IEDC to study the 
impact of integrated education on general 
education system, teachers and children is 
in progress.

Under Labo- 
ratory oriented programmes, the NCERT 
developed worksheets in Chemistry for 
Classes XI and XII practical course, 
worksheets in Biology for +2 stage, Innova- 
tive experiments adopting semi-micro tech- 
nique in Chemistry, and Laboratory Manual 
for Mathematics laboratory. Four modules 
on (i) Mole concept and chemical Stoichiom- 
etry, (ii) Chemical Kinetics, (iii) Chemical 
Thermodynamics,and (iv) some basic 
concepts in Inorganic Chemistry were devel- 
oped for talented students and teachers. A 
Problem Book in Mathematics for +2 stage and 
Test Items in Biology and Physics were also 
developed. Under the project “Reading to 
Learn’, writing of new books was undertaken 
on several new topics in Science and Hamara 
Adbhut Vayumandal Ab Maila Kyon, Saur

purpose of this scheme is to identify bril- 
laut students at the end of Class X and give 
hem financial assistance towards getting 
good education so that their talent may de- 
velop further. Seven hundred and fifty schol- 
arships, including 70 scholarships for SC and 
ST candidates, were awarded during 1999- 
2000. The selection for the award was done 
in two stages. The first stage selection was 
done by the states through written examina- 
lions. The second stage selection was done 
by the NCERT through written examination 
and interview. During 1999-2000 Rs 1.25 
crore were disbursed as scholarships to total 
4710 awardees pursuing different courses. 


Teacher Education 


Studies on : (i) Teaching Effectiveness of Pri- 
mary Teachers in relation to their Educational 
and Professional Qualifications, (ii) Appraisal 
of Quality of Teacher Training under SMART- 
PT in Maharashtra, (iii) Constructivist 


Approach to Teaching Science, (iv) Feasibility 
Study of In-service Training of Secondary and 
anand Senior Secondary Teacher in North 
East Region, (v) Case Study of Autonomous 
SCERT of Delhi, (vi) Operationalisation of the 
Scheme of DIETs' and (vii) Status of SCERTs/ 
SIEs' were conducted. The development of (i) 
a document on 'Fifty Years of Teacher Edu- 
cation in India’, (ii) a ‘Framework for Partici- 
pative and Databased System of Teacher Ap- 
praisal', and (iii) Encyclopaedia of Indian Edu- 
cation are in progress. Self-Learning Mate- 
rial for Diploma in Primary Education has 
been developed in collaboration with the 
IGNOU. 


A pilot project, In-service Primary Teach- 
ers Training through Interactive Television 
(IPTT:ITV) is being implemented in the States 
of Madhya Pradesh and Gujarat, in collabo- 
ration with Departments of Education and 
Telecommunications of Govt. of India, 
UNESCO and International Telecommunica- 
tion Union (ITU), using the two-way audio and 
two-way video system with computer support. 
An orientation programme for SCERT/SIE 
faculty and a training programme for DIET 
Faculty were also organised. The Annual 
Conference of Directors of SCERTs/SIEs was 
organised to deliberate on changing roles of 
the SCERTs with reference to the latest de- 
velopments in Indian education and to share 
the concerns of mutual interest. Under the 
scheme of Innovative Experiments and Prac- 
tices in Teacher Education and School Edu- 
cation' 71 papers were received. Of these, 27 
papers were selected for the national award 
of which 19 were from elementary teacher 
education and 8 from secondary teacher 
education. The awards were given in a National 
Seminar. 


Regional Institutes of Education 


The Regional Institutes of Education (RIEs) 
at Ajmer, Bhopal, Bhubaneswar and Mysore 
continued to pursue four-year Integrated 
B.Sc. B.Ed./B.Sc.Ed. and one-year M.Ed 
(Elementary Education) courses. A two-year 
B.Ed. (Secondary) course in Science and 
Humanities has been developed and started 
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from 1999-2000 session. The RIEs also 
organised regional seminars on Researches 
in School Effectiveness at Primary Stage as 
prelude to the International Seminar. National 
Evaluation of Operation Blackboard (OB) 
scheme on behalf of NIEPA/MHRD was also 
conducted by RIEs. A Post-Graduate Diploma 
course in Guidance and Counselling has also 
been designed to be started from 2000-2001. 


The RIE, Ajmer developed blueprint design 
and question papers in Science; teachers' 
guide in teaching Hindi and Vocational Ac- 
countancy; content enrichment package in 
Chemistry; training material in Mathematics; 
intervention material on identified difficult 
areas in algebra; and Instructional materials 
on activity based teaching for Classes I and II 
in Hindi and Mathematics and teaching of 
Vocational Accountancy and Economics. 
Training programmes were organised for DIET 
Faculty and Faculty of SCERT/SIE on acti- 
vity based teaching of Hindi, Mathematics, 
EVS I and II, organisation of in-service 
programmes; conducting educational sur- 
veys; evaluation of in-service programmes; 
and advanced instructional strategies and 
programmes management. The Principals of 
Senior Secondary Schools, Headmasters of 
Cooperating Schools, Head teachers of pri- 
mary and Upper primary schools, SIE faculty, 
supervisory staff were trained in educational 
supervision, planning and evaluation, etc. In- 
service training was also provided to teach- 
ers at primary, secondary and senior second- 
ary level in teaching of school subjects, use 
of self learning activities in multigrade situa- 
tion, and use of science kits. 


The RIE, Bhopal developed training pack- 
ages on (i) Special education for DIET faculty; 
(ii) Teaching of Accountancy for Tribal school 
teachers, (iii) Oral testing for English teach- 
ers, and (iv) Teaching Strategies in Urdu for 
Urdu teachers. Instructional material devel- 
oped included: (i) Sample activity plans for 
ECE, (ii) Strategies to remove gender bias in 
educational process, (iii) Environment based 
innovative material, and (iv) Model question 
papers in History at + 2 level. Training 
programmes were organised for DIET faculty 


and Key Resource Persons in (i) Science at 
secondary level; (ii) Population Education; 
(iii) Innovative teaching strategies in English 
language; (iv) Integrated Education of Dis- 
abled; (v) Essential skills of Geography, and 
(vi) Computer literacy. In-service programmes 
were conducted for PGTs teaching Econom- 
ics, Geography, Chemistry and Biology in 
Nayodaya Vidyalayas and History, Geography, 
Hindi and Mathematics in Kendriya 
Vidyalayas. A month long Nation-wide pro- 
gramme 'Vande Matram' was also organised. 


The RIE, Bhubaneswar developed strate- 
gies for solution of problems to curriculum 
transaction in tribal primary schools and for 
mild disabled, learning activities bank in 
Environmental Studies (Science), self learn- 
ing materials in Bengali for Classes II] and 
IV.

In-service 
training was provided to teachers teaching dif- 
ferent school subjects at different level. A 
Conference of Headmasters and teachers of 
Cooperating schools was also organised on 
internship of teaching. Key persons were 
oriented in implementation of PMOST in North 
Eastern States. 


The RIE, Mysore developed Question Banks 
in Physics, Chemistry and Biology at higher 
secondary level; Module on bridge course in 
Mathematics for secondary and English for 
senior secondary level. Teacher Handbook 
in Mathematics, Activity based Instructional 
Materials in EVS II; Audio Cassettes in En- 
glish, Tamil, and Telugu teaching. Training 
programmes were conducted for key level 
persons in SCERTs/DIETs etc. on computer 
applications. In- service programmes were 
conducted for PGTs/ intermediate college lec- 
turers to develop content and pedagogical 
competence.

nary levels, and now also school education 
sector ETV transmission from satellite edu- 
cational channel ‘Gyan Darshar’ ( since 26 
January 2000). During the year under re- 
port one hundred eighty one in-house ETV 
programmes, covering a wide range of school 
subjects and 61 audio programmes were pro- 
duced. About 85 ETV scripts were also de- 
signed under various series namely ‘Explor- 
ing the Universe, Space Science and Explo- 
ration’, ‘The Living Planet-Earth' (all second- 
ary level), ‘Environment’, ‘Creative Movement 
and Musical instruments’, ‘Water and Life’ 
(primary level), ‘Water Motion’, 'Sericulture 
and Drip Irrigation’, ‘Business and Com- 
merce’, ‘Samadhan’, ‘Diwaswaprna’ ‘Ek Ek 
Kadam Aage’, ‘Performing Arts’ ‘Musical 
Instruments’, etc. 


Training programmes were organised in 
Non-linear editing for video programmes, 
operation and practical. Handling of New 
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Character Generator; Theory, practical opera- 
tion and maintenance of Studio Cameras 
DXC-D3OP; and editing equipment DFS 500 
PVF 500 PVW 800 p. Educational Technol- 
ogy faculty of the DIETs of North Eastern 
States and Orissa, and SIET personnel were 
trained in Educational Technology and Mul- 
timedia respectively. A 3-week orientation 
programme was organised in Educational 
Technology and its implications for the 
SCERT, Manipur. 


Post-graduate students of Communication 
Department and Under-graduate students of 
Videography of various Universities/ Colleges 
were attached for industrial training and 
Under-graduate students of National Institute 
of Design, Ahmedabad are associated with 
animation work on the Multimedia Package 
as part of their projects for internship. The 
CIET continued to coordinate the activities of 
the seven SIETs and providing them guidance 
in academic and media production activities. 
Consultancy and support was also provided 
to National Open School. 


The media research and evaluation activi- 
ties included (i) monthly programme ‘Patron 
Ke Uttar’ based on the analysis of children's 
letters, (ii) study of interactive video 
programme for teaching of measurement con- 
cept at VI grade level, (iii) Computer-assisted 
learning within different subject areas a meta 
analysis, and (iv) a review of media Research 
titled "Effectiveness of Educational Media' — 
A Survey of Research. An impact study of 
Educational Technology Scheme of the Gov- 
ernment of India is in progress in collabora- 
tion with SIET of Andhra Pradesh, Orissa, 
Maharashtra, Uttar Pradesh and ET Cell of 
Rajasthan. An interactive multi-media CD- 
ROM (courseware) for Class VI Science has 
been developed on the NCERT textbooks. 


The CIET participated in International Edu- 
cational Video festivals at Japan, USA and 
Germany and won Maeda prize at NHK, 
Tokyo for its Roz Badalte Chand Ke Roop 
(Changing Faces of the Moon). Another 
programme based on a story told through 
puppets got selected for Video Bar in 
Munchen, Germany. 
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Computer Education and 
Technological Aids 

Computer Education and related research 
and development in modern technological 
aids/media received special attention in the 
NCERT. A substantial input was provided to 
promote Assimilation of Information Technol- 
ogy of the NCERT. The constituents units 
have been provided hardware systems, ap- 
propriate software and Internet connectivity. 
The staff is being trained in IT skills. The 
NCERT web site functions as a portal dedi- 
cated to school education. The multimedia 
laboratory has been developed for training of 
in-service teachers. This has developed train- 
ing modules grown in a National Centre for 
Computer-extended Education having grow- 
ing collection of IT based learning materials. 
A National Seminar on Information Technol- 
ogy and the Schooling Process was organised. 
The NCERT has developed a blue print for 
SMART Schools for MHRD and training mod- 
ules for self learning of the NCERT staff and 
in-service training of teachers. Several train- 
ing programmes have been conducted for the 
NCERT staff and one for teachers of Kendriya 
Vidyalayas and Delhi schools in the use of 
computers and multimedia software develop- 
ment. 


During, 1999-2000 the NCERT fabricated 
100 Primary Science Kits, 30 Mini Tool Kits 
and 265 Integrated Science Kits for the middle 
schools, and supplied 300 Primary Science 
Kits and 72 Mini Tool Kits for primary schools 
to the States. A set of cost effective teaching 
aids for cost effective laboratory activity for 
Current Electricity for senior secondary level 
is being tried out in Delhi schools.

Promoting Education 
Research and Innovations 


Apart from its constituents undertaking re- 
search, the NCERT provided financial assis- 
tance to outside institutions/organisations for 
research in priority areas. Thirteen research 
projects supported by the Educational Re- 
search and Innovations Committee. (ERIC) 


were completed. Fifty-six research projects 
under ERIC were in progress. One Ph.D. 
thesis was published with assistance from the 
ERIC. A meeting of the ERIC was organised 
to review policy matters and to consider re- 
search proposals received for financial assis- 
tance. Research innovations and other de- 
velopments in the field of school education 
and teacher education were disseminated 
through Journal of Indian Education, 
Bharatiya Adhunik Shiksha, and Indian Edu- 
cational Review. 


The second volume of the Fifth Survey of 
Educational Research covering more than 
1.800 abstracts, classified in 38 areas has 
been finalised. For the next Survey of Edu- 
cational Research covering the period from 
1993 to 1997, a new modality has been 
adopted to minimise the time gap between 
the completion of the research studies and 
their wider dissemination. A biannual re- 
search journal titled Indian Educational Ab- 
stracts (IEA) is continued. A combined issue 
of IEA (Volumes VII and VIII) covering 201 ab- 
stracts was finalised and is under print. A 
training programme in Research Methodol- 
ogy for DIET and SCERT faculty was 
organised. Lectures of eminent education- 
ists were organised under NIE Lecture series. 


Financial Assistance to PEOs 


In order to promote voluntary effort for the 
improvement of education financial assis- 
tance was provided to some Professional Edu- 
cational Organisations (PEOs) to organise ex- 
tension activity/publication of journals. 


Educational Surveys 


The main report of the Sixth All India Educa- 
tional Survey has been brought out ia printed 
form. Studies on (i) Estimation of Single 
Age-wise Enrolment at Elementary Stage, 
(ii) Stagnation and Dropouts at Primary Stage 
—a Sample Study in two Selected Districts of 
Uttar Pradesh, (iii) Growth of School Educa- 
tion - A Graphical Presentation, and 
(iv) Evaluation and Review of Incentive 
Schemes for Girls in Primary Schools have 
been completed. The project "Development 
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of Strategy for Dissemination of Data of the 
VI AIES' is at the final stage of completion. 
Two training programmes in Quantitative 
Research Methods using SPSS were 
conducted. 


Field Services 


The Field Advisors of NCERT stationed in the 
States continued performing liaison functions 
pertaining to implementation of programmes 
and activities undertaken by various constitu- 
ents ofthe NCERT, MHRD, and State Educa- 
tion Departments etc. The Departments of 
Extension Education (DEEs) of the RIEs con- 
tinued identifying, through the State Coordi- 
nation Committees (SCCs), the educational 
needs of the States requiring inputs from the 
constituents of the NCERT. 


The Field Advisors, NCERT provided assis- 
tance to the State Education Departments in 
the context of selection of teachers for na- 
tional awards, development of curricula and 
instructional material, training of personnel 
and policy formulation, etc. Assistance was 
also provided to the MHRD in the context of 
(i) monitoring of implementation of the cen- 
trally sponsored schemes in the States, (ii) 
pre-sanction appraisal of NFE proposals sub- 
mitted by voluntary agencies, (iii) assessment 
of functioning of the NFE voluntary agencies 
running NFE Centres through Joint Evalua- 
tion Team, and (iv) evaluation of Operation 


Black Board Scheme - NIEPA/MHRD Project. 


International Cooperation 


The NCERT continued working as a major 
agency for implementing the bilateral Cultural 
Exchange Programmes (CEPs) in the field of 
school education and teacher education. 
During 1999-2000 bilateral cultural 
programmes were executed by the Govern- 
ment of India with Syria, Greece, Kuwait, 
Combodia and France. The Educational re- 
ports, material, documents, etc. in the area 
of school education received under CEPs has 
been displayed in the International Educa- 
tion Resource Centre located in the Division 
of Library, Documentation and Information 


(DLDI), NCERT. Several members of 
the NCERT faculty were deputed to attend 
various programmes in other countries spon- 
sored by them or International Agencies. The 
NCERT faculty interacted with the delegates/ 
educationists and teachers from several coun- 
tries who visited India. 


Library and Documentation 


The Division of Library, Documentation and 
Information (DLDI) at the NCERT headquar- 
ters continued supporting research and de- 
velopment activities of various constituent 
units of the NCERT at the NIE Campus, New 
Delhi. Other constituents of the NCERT are 
also maintaining libraries at their campuses. 
Over the years, a rich collection of books and 
periodicals in the field of education and al- 
lied disciplines has been created for use of 
scholars, teacher educators, teachers and 
students, etc. The Library remains open from 
8 A.M. to 8 P.M. on working days and 9 A.M. 
to 5.30 P.M. on Saturdays and Sundays. It 
remains closed on Gazzetted holidays. The Net 
holdings involving Books and Journals as on 
31 March 2000 were 30,160. 


Promoting the Use of Hindi 


In order to promote the progressive use of 
Hindi in day-to-day work in the constituents 
ofthe NCERT, several steps have been taken. 
Three Hindi workshops were organised at the 
Headquarters for LDCs, UDCs and Section 
Officers. The meeting of the Official Language 
Implementation Committee of the NCERT was 
held to take stock of the progress of imple- 
mentation of the Official Language in the work 
of the constituents of the NCERT. A 'Hindi 
Fortnight' was organised from 14 to 28 Sep- 
tember 1999. During this period, Noting/ 
Drafting, Essay Writing, Typing, Translation, 
Debate, Poetry and Shorthand competitions 
were organised. The PSSCIVE, the CIET and 
the RIEs also celebrated Hindi week and 
organised several competitions and program- 
mes for the promotion of Hindi and distrib- 
uted awards to winners. The Hindi Cell con- 
tinued providing assistance in translating 
administrative documents and papers of the 
constituents of the NCERT.

Abstracts 


The distribution of the NCERT textbooks 
was undertaken through a network of 
wholesale agents all over India. The Urdu 
publications were distributed/sold through 
Urdu Academy, Government of NCT of 
Delhi. The Publication Division, NCERT 
continued entertaining orders directly from 
schools and individuals for supply of the 
NCERT textbooks, etc. Several titles pub- 
lished during the year were mailed as per 
approved mailing list. The net receipt from 
the sale of the publication was Rs 41.41 
crore. Demands for the NCERTs unpriced 
publications, received from a sizable num- 
ber of institutions and researchers was also 
met. The Regional Production-cum-Distri- 
bution Centres, Sukchar (West Bengal) and 
Bangalore continued production in their 
respective regions, viz. Eastern and South- 
ern. The requirements of the Northern and 
Western region were met by the NCERT 
headquarters at New Delhi. 


As a part of the work related to dissemina- 
tion of information, the Publication Division, 
NCERT participated in :

Such information was expected to in- 
fluence the performance of the children in 
primary schools of Delhi. Qualitative re- 
search methodology was adopted involving 
extended observation of classroom processes 
and unstructured interviews of teachers in- 
volved in teaching-learning of specified 


' classes in selected case study schools. The 


expected fieldwork has been completed and 
analysis in progress. 


An Empirical Study of Acquisition of 
Selected Concepts / Competencies 
vis-a-vis Cognitive Status of 
Children of Grade III 


This is an explorative study in the area of 
curriculum. The research question addresses, 
whether the difficult competencies are diffi- 
cult to attain by children because they are 
above the cognitive status of the children or 
due to other factors like, language of tests, 
inadequate treatment in the classroom. The 
pilot study used the results of an earlier study 
by the NCERT to identify difficult competen- 
cies. A criterion-referenced test was devel-

five schools from Haryana and rest from Delhi. 
All types of management of schools were in- 
cluded in the sample. The findings of the 
study was shared in the National Seminar on 
the Curriculum Framework organised by the 
NCERT. Detailed report is under preparation. 


Development 


School Theatre Movement 


The objective of the programme was to fuse 
theatre/drama techniques in classroom 
teaching especially to transact non-cognitive 
components of school curriculum. The 
programme has been initiated in collabora- 
tion of faculty from National School of Drama 
and some persons from Theatre in Education 


Group. A group of teachers drawn from five 
schools under different management from 
Delhi were invited to a workshop. The par- 
ticipants were sensitised for drama in class- 
room transactions. Its movement in schools 
and its development by classroom teachers 
in the context of teaching various subjects 
were transacted. 


Diagnostic Tests in Mathematics for 
Primary Classes 


The programme developed a data bank of test 
items to be used for diagnosis of learning dif- 
ficulties. Try-outs were conducted in three 
States and the data was analyzed to under- 
stand the possible learning difficulties of chil- 
dren. Based on the experience, a handbook 
of diagnostic testing with diagnostic tests was 
prepared for the use of the teachers. Further 
effort is on to disseminate the practice diag- 
nosis remediation.

About 2000 
copies of the Newsletter Glimpses and 1000 
copies of the Aabhas have been disseminated 
regularly to different organisations/individu- 
als working in the area of primary education. 
The September 1999 issue of Glimpses News- 
letter has been brought out and disseminated 
to concerned agencies. The December 1999 
issues of both the Newsletters and Septem- 
ber 1999 issue of Aabhas are in the process 
of publication and manuscript of March 
issue is the process of development.

n Annual Conference of Directors of 

State Institutions in Non-Formal 

and Alternative Schooling was 
organised at NCERT. New Delhi on 27-28 
March 2000 mainly for sharing of 
experiences and to develop strategies for 
effective implementation of NFE 

rogrammes. 

The NCERT also evaluated 40 
projects submitted by various organisations 
for MHRD grant under the centrally 
sponsored scheme on experimental and 
innovative programme and conducted field 
studies to study the innovative programmes 
of some NGOs. 


In the area of Non-Formal Education (NFE) as 
a strategy for achieving Universal elementary 
education, the NCERT has been concentrat- 


ing on resource development, development of 


teaching-learning material and identification 
of strategies for alternative schooling. Efforts 
were made towards creating a strong resource 
base at the State level organisations as well as 
the voluntary organisations through regional 
content-based training programmes. Research 
work pertaining to status studies, effectiveness 
of NFE programmes, and evaluation of inno- 
vative projects in Non-Formal Education and 
Alternative Schooling (AS) have also been un- 
dertaken. The NCERT also provided 
consultancy and resource support to various 
governmení and voluntary organisations. 
Highlights of the programmes undertaken 
during 1999-2000 are as follows. 


Status of NFE Programme at the

The NCERT has been undertaking several 
programmes to meet the educational needs 
of the children with physical and intellectual 
disabilities. The major thrust areas include 
capacity building, improving quality of edu- 
catic | special groups, improving access and 
netwo king with NGOs and other institutions 
working in the area. The NCERT also con- 
centrsied its efforts for the implementation 
of the Persons with Disabilities Act 1995 and 


a number of programmes were undertaken 
to promote integrated education of the dis- 


abled children in regular schools. Highlights 
of the programmes and activities undertaken 
during 1999-2000 in this area are as follows. 
Re ch 


Eva ation of ‘Integrated Education of 
Disabled Children’ Scheme 


Integrated Education of the Disabled Children 
(ED?) in common schools was introduced as 
a centrally sponsored scheme in 1974. The 
scheme is revised every five years. The evalu- 
ation siudy of the IEDC scheme has attempted 
to study the impact of integrated education 


on the education of disabled children. Two 
training programmes were conducted to train 
the field investigators in use of the research 
tools that were developed earlier for parents, 
teachers, children and persons working in 
IEDC Cell in the State on the sample under 
study. Data has been collected from 
Rajasthan, Maharashtra, Uttar Pradesh and 
Delhi and its analysis is under process. 


Development 


Shravan Vikar Yukt Bachchon Ka 
Bhasha Vikas: A Handbook for Teachers 


This handbook has been developed for pre- 
primary and primary teachers teaching hear- 
ing impaired children. The book covers pre- 
school preparatory curriculum for the hear- 
ing impaired children, before their integra- 
tion in Class I. Guidance has been provided 
to teachers for language development of mildly 
hearing impaired children, those severely and 


profoundly impaired children who have joined 
regular schools after 3-4 years' interventions 
and for those who have not received inter- 
vention prior to coming to school. It also dis- 
cusses adaptations and adjustments in lan- 
guage teaching in Class I and II adaptations 
in teaching methodologies and evaluation pro- 
cedure etc. 


Hindi Language Curriculum for 
Hearing Impaired Children 


Adaptations and adjustments in Hindi lan- 
guage curriculum to meet special educational 
needs of hearing impaired children in inte- 
grated set up at primary level were taken up 
with the objective of enabling the hearing 
impaired children to have access to Hindi lan- 
guage in integrated schools. The project aim 
to identify minimum levels of competencies 
in Hindi for hearing impaired children in 
Classes III, IV and V with the intention of 
modifying the teaching strategies. Three 
workshops for Classes III, IV and V respec- 
tively were organised to discuss the data 
collected regarding level of achievements of 
hearing impaired children. Difficulties 
faced by the teachers were also discussed. 


A handbook for teachers 
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Minimum levels of Learning (MLLs, of teach- 
ing Hindi in these classes were adapted and 
guidelines for adaptations and adjustments 
in curriculum teaching methodologies drafted 
and sample teaching learning material devel- 
oped. 


Low Vision Children: A Guide for 
Primary School Teachers 


This Guide, published in English earlier ori- 
ents the teachers to the needs of low vision 
children and acquaints them with available 
services. It enables the teachers to under- 
stand the impact of low vision on reading, 
writing, learning, psycho-social development 
etc. This guide will contribute to improving 
the quality of teaching-learning process of 
children with low vision with the ultimate goal 
of enhancing their achievement. Hindi ver- 
sion of the same is under print. 


Handbook for transaction of Mathema- 
tics Curriculum to Visually Impaired 
(Blind) Primary School Children in 
Integrated Settings 


Under this project, areas have been 
identified that need adaptation/modification 
in the Mathematics curriculum for the Visu- 
ally Impaired Children. Handbook would be 
prepared based on the identified areas along 
with suitable instructional strategies. This 
would be finalised on the basis of a work- 
shop. The handbook would serve as a guide- 
line for the primary school teachers regard- 
ing how to transact the curriculum in an in- 
clusive classroom in which children with vi- 
sual impairments have been integrated with 
other children. 


Training 


India-Australia Capacity-Building 
Programme on Integrated Education 
of Children with Special Needs 


Under the aegis of India-Australia Training 
and Capacity Building Programme a training 
workshop was organised by the NCERT on 
May 19-21,1999 for the States located in the 
Northern Region with a view to prepare 


resource persons in these States who could 
take up the responsibility of preparing tes ch- 
ers for inclusive education. The workshop 
was attended by the nominees of Haryena, 
Himachal Pradesh, Rajasthan, U.P., NC ^ of 
Delhi, Jammu and Kashmir, Gujarat, Or ssa 
and Kerala. 


The resource person for this workshop in- 
cluded the NCERT faculty, faculty mem! ors 
from University of Melbourne, Australia “nd 


resource teachers trained by them earlier 
through a six week training programme -»e- 
cifically designed for this purpose. 


Extension 


Review of Centrally Sponsored Sch ne 
of Integrated Education of Disc ^d 
Children 


A review workshop of centrally sponsored 


scheme of Integrated Education of Dis: ed 
Children was organised by MHRD in co! s9- 
ration with the NCERT to review the Se). me 
as per changing needs and situation ji he 
society. This Scheme had been in oper on 
since, 1974 and has been revised ever. ‘ive 
years. Secretaries of the States, Directors of 
the SCERTs and National Institutes, 1D 
Coordinators and NGOs with successful prac- 


tices of inclusion and integration have shared 
their experiences and identified the hurdles 
and the solutions that are feasible in view of 
the PWD Act, 1995. States presented the 
problems and hurdles in implementing the 
schemes and the suggestions given to over- 
come the barriers were pooled to evolve final 
recommendations that were presented as ma- 
jor issues of capacity building and service 
delivery and administrative matters. This 
would provide an input for developing an ef- 
fective scheme for improving the quality of 
education. 


Workshop on Inclusive Education 


A workshop was organised by the NCERT in 
collaboration with UNESCO to support com- 
mitments already made at the national 
and regional levels and further help in 
translating a political will of the country into 


the actual implementation. It was aimed at 
ng the people recognise the right of ev- 


ery child with a diversity to have access to 
free education and integration in the normal 
school as far as possible. The IED Co- 
ordinators and NGOs catering to education 
of c \lcren with special needs in common 
scl have participated in the workshop. 
Iss ike conceptual issues, access to edu- 
cat barriers, and hurdles, quality educa- 
tio: l issues related to school, system, and 
cap. |y building, policy planning and admin- 
istration were discussed. Strategies were 
evolved and guidelines developed for inclu- 
sive ucation practice to promote education. 
It fa: tated the participants to design and 
worl ut an action plan to implement educa- 


initiatives for children with special 
n their institutions and States. 


Ex! |oition-cum-Workshop on Teaching 
Learning Material (TLM) 

An ibition-cum-workshop was organised 
by! in collaboration with NCERT with the 
aim œ identifying the Teaching Learning Ma- 
teri ond motivating the teachers to prepare 
good aids which could be used effectively 
with children with special needs. Partici- 
panis ‘rom various States, universities and 
NGOs involved in the education of children 
with special needs were invited to display the 
material they had prepared. They also 
shared the experiences they had over a long 
period of time in the field of education of 


children with special needs. Guidelines were 
evolved for development of innovative mate- 
rial that would hold the attention of the chil- 
dren, solve problems of children, stimulate 
their development in all areas, help in ac- 
quisition of skills and encourage children to 
self-monitoring. 


After the workshop, manuals were identi- 
fied which could be adopted by various train- 
ing institutions. Guidelines were developed 
for innovative teachers to foster their interest 
and to encourage them to engage in the de- 
velopment of teaching learning material. Ma- 
terials were identified for wider circulation 
amongst the practising institutions. 


Resource Support to States and Voluntary 
Agencies 


A workshop was organised to build up re- 
source support to enable the States and vol- 
untary organisations to tackle the problems 
of children with special needs. Participants 
from Bihar, Andhra Pradesh, Haryana, 
Kerala, Madhya Pradesh, Maharashtra, 
Mizoram, Orissa, Rajasthan, Gangtok, Assam, 
U.P, West Bengal and Jammu and Kashmir 
made presentation about the performance, 
achievements and problems in implementing 
programmes of education for children with 
special needs. It provided the forum for shar- 
ing of experience among various SCERTs/ 
SIEs and voluntary agencies working for chil- 
dren with special needs. Session were held 
with the IED Coordinators to enable them to 
plan, organise, manage and monitor the 
programme of Integrated Education of Dis- 
abled Children at the district/block/cluster 
level effectively. 


International Centre for Special Needs 
Education (ICSNE) 


Under the aegis of Government of India, In- 

ternational Centre for Special Needs Educa- 

tion was set up in the NCERT with the sup- 

port of UNESCO. The centre will focus on pro- 

motion of access to children with' special 

needs in an inclusive setting in India and the 

Asia Pacific Region. It attempts to provide 

quality education to all children through ca- 

pacity building and providing support in for- 

mal and non-formal schools and other alter- 

native forms of schooling which would be in- 

formed by innovative applied and action re- 

search. The Centre will work towards taking 

up activities for promotion of inclusion and 

building linkages in the Region. It will also 

develop Management Information System 

(MIS) to facilitate working in the field of in- 

clusive education. It will provide consultancy 
to thc member countries and others to im- 
prove the quality of education of children with 
special needs. The document with its mission, 
vision, objectives and action plan has been 
developed which would provide guidelines for 
further action. 
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Consultancy 


Consultancy was provided to countries in the 
SAARC Region, State Departments, NGOs, 
Schools, Institutes and individuals regarding 
needs and development of teaching method- 
ology for children with special needs. Teacher 
support was provided for planning and 
management of integrated education 
of the disabled children and instructional 
methodologies for the children with special 
needs. 


Regional Inputs of the Disabled 
Children 


The RIE, Bhopal organised a five-day train- 
ing programme to train key resource person 
of the Western Region in the area of integrated 
education for the Disabled Children to 
strengthen SCERTs and SIEs of the States in 
the area of IEDC and a training package 


for teacher educators of DIET were also 
developed.

Education of the Girl Child 


he NCERT is committed to the 
promotion of girl's education and 
women's empowerment through 
suitable interventions in policy planning, 
curriculum transaction, and teacher education. 
The scope of its work include 
development of a strong data base, 
redesigning of curricula to remove sexist 
bias, gender sensitisation of all 
educational personnel, development of 
handbooks for teachers and teacher 
educators, awareness generation, 
advocacy for the education and development 
of the girl child. 
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Education of the Girl Child 


The NCERT is committed to the promotion of 
girl's education and women's empowerment 
through suitable interventions in policy plan- 
ning, curriculum transaction, and teacher 
education. The scope of its work include de- 
velopment of a strong data base, redesigning 
of curricula to remove sexist bias, gender 
sensitisation of all educational personnel, de- 
velopment of handbooks for teachers and 
teacher educators, awareness generation, ad- 
vocacy for the education and development of 
the girl child and bringing about attitudinal 
changes in the parents and the communities 
and above all creating a girl friendly environ- 
ment in the schools. Highlights of the 
programmes and activities undertaken dur- 
ing 1999-2000 in this area are as follows: 


Research 


Evaluation of Central Scheme of 
Assistance for Strengthening of 
Boarding and Hostel Facilities for 
Girl Students of Secondary and 
Higher Secondary Schools 


The study covered 50 girl's hostels being man- 
aged by the NGOs in 12 States. The study 
was primarily qualitative and the evaluation 
was done using personally administered in- 
terview schedules, an observation checklist 
and discussions and personal interaction with 
the hostel inmates. The contextual factors of 
location, social background of students were 
studied while identifying and analysing the 
scheme inputs, the processes and output vari- 
ables for impact evaluation. 


It was heartening to find that with some 
exceptions, the hostels were serving girls from 
rural and far flung areas and those belong- 
ing to the other disadvantaged sections, the 
SC, the ST, the OBC. The hostels were actu- 
ally located in the interior areas with poor 
accessibility at times. The Scheme had a posi- 
tive impact on enhancing girl's enrolment, re- 
tention, achievement, building of self-image, 
self-confidence, leadership ability and com- 
munication skills. The scheme is very useful 
in motivating parents and attracting the girls 


from poverty groups and backward commu- 
nities in rural areas for taking up secondary 
and post-secondary education. The educa- 
tional and occupational aspirations of the 
hostel inmates were high. Gender role per- 
ceptions of the management, the warden and 
the girl boarders were very egalitarian. 


Impact Evaluation of the Incentive 
Schemes on the Enrolment and 
Retention of Girls in Primary Schooling 


The study was carried out in two blocks of 
Madhya Pradesh, namely, Dhar block in Dhar 
District with a preponderance of Scheduled 
Tribe population and Rajgarh block in Dis- 
trict Rajgarh with concentration of Scheduled 
Caste population. The major finding of the 
study are that incentives do have a positive 
impact on enrolment but not necessarily on 
attendance and achievement. In both study 
blocks, the coverage of uniforms and the text- 
books was insufficient. The quality of stitched 
uniforms and textbooks supplied was sub- 
standard. The study concludes that there is 
considerable scope for improvement in the 
quality of the goods distributed and also the 
need for universal coverage as far as textbooks 
and writing materials are concerned. 


Studies on Education of Girls in Remote 
Areas: Islands, Deserts, Mountains and For- 
ests, ‘the Role of Begums of Bhopal in pro- 
moting education of Girls’, Status of Sports 
and Physical Education of Girls and School 
Practices from Gender Perspective in Delhi 
Schools are under progress. 


Training 


A six-week training programme on ‘Method- 
ology of Women’s Education and Develop- 
ment’ is an annual feature. The Methodol- 
ogy of the training course is highly participa- 
tory and interactive. All the participants are 
required to bring a status paper for which an 
outline is provided. They further work under 
faculty supervision and enrich and embellish 
their status report using the NCERT and the 
NIEPA and other resource centres. The Ninth 
Training Course on Methodology of Women's 
Education and Development was held from 


January 10 to February 20, 2000 for 27 par- 
ticipants from 12 States covering State De- 
partments of Education SCERTs, SIEs, 
DIETs Universities and the Regional Insti- 
tutes « Education (RIEs) of the NCERT. A 
train? , manual detailing the course struc- 
ture o' | detailed outlines and content of the 
them as been prepared, The programme

The major developmental activities 
include, development of prototype curricular 
material in Science and Mathematics for 
learners and teachers; curricular development 
in Science and Mathematics education 
for all stages of school education; and 
development of textual and other 
instructional material in various disciplines 
of Science and Mathematics. 


Edu on in Science and 

Mat! iatics 

The NCRT has been making continuous and 
sustais -| efforts to improve the quality of Sci- 
ence » | Mathematics education in schools 
throuc! its research, development, training, 
evalu ; and extension activities.

Activity oriented 
thre: ii mensional models and laboratory 
skills + effective teaching-learning in Sci- 
ence | Mathematics are designed and de- 
velop Steps for nurturance of talented stu- 
dents undertaken. Study guides and chal- 
lengi vroblems developed in various disci- 
plinc- ore used for conducting nurturance 
progi^ umes. Diagnostic tests and remedial 
mate; ial] are also developed for weaker stu- 
dents. Other important activities include 
popularising science through production of 
popular reading material, supplementary 


books, promotion of out-of-school activities 
which include Science exhibitions and dis- 
semination of scientific innovation's concepts, 
etc., through the quarterly journal School 
Science. The resource persons at different 
levels are oriented to new and innovative de- 
velopments in a limited way. Highlights of 
programmes and activities undertaken dur- 
ing 1999-2000 in this area are as follows; 


Research 


Renewal of Curricula for Various 
Stages of School Education 


The NCERT gave priority to curriculum re- 
newal work in view of its relevance in shap- 


ing the entire school education. Feedback 
has been collected from the school system 
(including teachers, teacher-educators and 
administrators) on various aspects of curricu- 
lum through questionnaire, personal contacts 
with students and teachers, classroom 
teaching. Questionnaires are presently 
being analysed for final outcome on the feed- 
back. 


Status of Science Education in India 


In the first phase of the study an assessment 
of the official status of science education in 
India was undertaken covering the structure 
of schooling, the facilities for science teach- 
ing such as science laboratory, qualifications 
of teachers, in-service training, textbooks and 
other curricular materials. It also provided a 
comparison of syllabi of different States. 


In the second phase, the science textbooks 
of upper primary and secondary levels of 
different States were evaluated from the 
point of view of intention of the units, devel- 
oping critical thinking, developing process 
skills, and finding social relevance of science. 
It has been found that in all the books more 
than 8096 stress is provided on knowledge 
only. 


Development 


Evaluation Materials in Science and 
Mathematics 


Test items for senior secondary classes in 
Biology and Physics were developed to enable 
the teachers in assessing the achievement of 
students in each unit of the textbook and 
providing remediation. The items will also 
help students in self-evaluation, in improv- 
ing their achievements and problem-solving 
abilities. 


A problem book in Mathematics for +2 stage 
was developed for Class XI including all types 
of problems. In addition to essay type and 
short answer type problems, it also contains 
objective type items which are not there in 
the textbooks. There are also challenging 
problems which can be used by bright stu- 
dents for drilling. 
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Development of Modules for 
Promoting Concepts in Chemistry 


The NCERT is developing modular resource 
materials in Chemistry at Senior Secondary 
Stage for talented students and teachers in 
areas which are either abstract and difficult 
or not covered adequately conceptwise/ 
contentwise for talented students. Under this 
programme, 3 modules are already developed 
and 4 modules on ‘Mole Concept and Chemi- 
cal Stoichiometry', 'Chemical Kinetics', 
‘Chemical thermodynamics’ and ‘some basic 
concepts in inorganic chemistry’ were devel- 
oped during the year. Modules not only cover 
chemical concepts comprehensively but also 
provide suitable approach and latest trends 
in teaching learning of these areas. Relevant 
problems are also provided in these modules 
wherever necessary. Under another 
programme entitled ‘Some interesting topics 
in chemistry’ a few modules relevant to envi- 
ronment are already developed and, a mod- 
ule on ‘Alloy’ has been added in the series, 
during the year under report. 


Popularisation of Science and 
Mathematics 


In order to expose students with new and ap- 
plied areas of science and mathematics, 
NCERT developed more than 35 books in 
important areas of science under its Project 
‘Reading to Learn’. Most of these books are 
written originally in Hindi by associating 
eminent scientist of the country. During the 
year 1999-2000, three books (i) Hamara 
Adbhut Vayumandal Ab Maila Kyon? (ii) Saur 
Urja and (iii) Mausam-Kya, Kyon Aur Kaisa? 
were printed, three books Baloo Bole Apani 
Bat (Hindi) and Glimpses of Plant Life Part | 
and Part II (English) are in press, and six 
books are being written (1)Saha and His For- 
mula, (2) Remote Sensing, (3) Petrochemicals, 
(4) Plants—A Natural Laboratory for Synthe- 
Sis of Chemical Compounds, (5) Earthquake 
and (6) Finger Printing. 


Laboratory Oriented Programmes 


The worksheet in Chemistry for Classes 
XI-XII were finalised and are ready for 


try-out in schools. It is expected that these 
worksheets will guide students during their 
investigation, serve the purpose of practic | 
notebook and help students to assess th: 
understanding of various aspects of expe 
mental activities. 


Worksheet were developing in Biology hi 
+2 stage to create interest among studen 
and enable them to perform the experimen 
independently. The worksheets will help st: 
dent to evaluate their achievement simulta 
neously. In the present situation a teach: 
will be in a better position to guide student: 
and arrange remedial programme, if nece: 
sary. 

Various innovative exercises were designec 
and performed adopting semi-micro tech- 
nique with the purpose of their inclusion in 
Chemistry practicals. Some of them are: 


a. Estimating hardness of water quan- 
titatively 


b. Study of food adulteration 


The experiments will be further tried out 
in schools and if found feasible, will be in- 
cluded in chemistry practicals of higher sec- 
ondary stage. 


The NCERT developed a manual for math- 
ematics laboratory which includes activities 
based on the syllabi of upper primary, sec- 
ondary and senior secondary stages. Activi- 
ties/models provided in the manual will help 
students in understanding difficult and ab- 
Stract concepts of mathematics. A teacher 
can also design and develop similar 
models/activities in his/her own schools and 
can make use of these activities in teaching 
of mathematics. 


Training 


Cooperative Learning Strategy for 
Chemistry PGT 


A cooperative learning strategy comprising 
(i) Lectures for 25-35 per cent of the total time 
per module, (ii) self-study, (iii) discussion with 
peer groups (iv) framing of problems of higher 
cognitive abilities and (v) final discussion in 


two sub :iroups, was developed and succes: 
fully implemented for training of in-service 
PGT’s o! chemistry. Both, cooperative and 
competi situations are provided in this 
strategy. The teachers participated actively, 
cooperatively and competitively in self-study 
and discussed with peer groups during the 
final dis: ussion session. Modules developed 
for coop rative learning were refined based 
on the feedback received from teachers. 
Orientc ion of States KRPs in 
Environmental Education 

A five-day orientation programme in Environ- 
mental Education (EE) was organised for the 
States ky resource persons to expose them 
to the d-velopments and trends in the envi- 
ronmental education and integration of EE 
concepts with different subjects. Participants 
also developed some activities during the 
progranime.

State Level Science Exhibitions 


The state level Science Exhibition is a culmi- 
nation of district and regional level science 
exhibitions in a State/U.T. The central theme 
for the state level Science Exhibition for chil- 
dren 1999-2000 was 'Science and Technol- 
ogy to Meet the Challenges of Life. Sub 
themes were (i) Food, Health and Nutrition; 
(ii) Industry; (iii Transport and Communica- 
tion; (iv) Energy; and (v) Environment. NCERT 
provided the required academic guidelines to 
the States for preparing the models around 
the central theme and sub-themes and crite- 
ria for evaluation of the models.

Jawaharlal Nehru National Science Exhibition for Children 


The 26th Jawaharlal Nehru National Science Exhibition for Children (JNNSEC) 1999 
was organised by the NCERT at Rajkot (Gujarat) from 27 November to 3 December, 
1999 in collaboration with the Government of Gujarat. The central theme of the exhi- 
bition was 'Science, Technology and Environment. The exhibits were grouped under 
six sub-themes, viz. ‘Food, Health and Nutrition’; ‘Energy’; Technology and Environ- 
ment’; ‘Industry and Environmental Protection'; Transport and Communication'; and 
Technological Aids’. The exhibit from different parts of the country by both rural and 
urban areas (selected at State level) were displayed. Nearly 400 students and teachers 
and nearly 160 schools including 67 rural schools participated in the Science exhibi- 
tion. Nearly 40 schools of the Gujarat Govt. (in addition to those selected at national 
level) also participated in the exhibition. The NCERT also put up its stalls. Materials 
such as Folders (English /Hindi/Gujarati) highlighting the salient features of the exhi- 
| bitions including the aim and objectives of holding science exhibitions in popularising 
Science; List of Exhibits (English/Hindi both); and Structure and. Working of Science 
Models have been brought out for free distribution to participating students, teachers 


Working of Science Models at the 26th Jawaharlal Nehru National Science Exhibition held 
at Rajkot (Gujarat) From 26 November to 3 December 1999 


During 1999-2000, State level science exhi- 
bitions for children were organised in 30 
States/UTs and in Kendriya Vidyalaya 
Sangthan, Navodaya Vidyalaya Samiti and 
Atomic Energy Schools. The Council provided 
&rant-in-aid amounting to Rs.16.00 lakhs for 
the organisation of these State level exhibi- 
tions. 


School Science Journal

In 
Commerce, the syllabuses in Business Stud- 
ies and Accountancy were revised in the light 
of recent developments in business and in- 
dustry, accounting procedures and informa- 
tion technology. The preparation of new text- 
books in Sociology for the higher secondary 
stage was initiated. The project for the prepa- 
ration of history of Urdu Literature was taken 
afresh.

Analysis of Senior Secondary Results 
of Boards 


Under this Pilot study, the results of eight 
boards. i.e., Punjab, HP, MP, Goa, CBSE, 
ICSC} West Bengal, and Nagaland were 
analyse, The analysis revealed that the pass 
percentage of girls was higher than that of 
boys, "he pass percentage was higher in 
ICSC}. than other boards; the pass percent- 
age of Goa Board students was higher than 
other Boards in Science subjects and that in 
Biology the students got better marks than 
other science subjects in all the Boards. In 
CBSE about 5696 and in Nagaland only 696 
candidates got more than 6096 marks. 


Relationship between Internal and 
External Examinations Scores 


A total sample of 215 Science students from 
18 Senior Secondary Government Schools 
from both the rural and urban areas of Delhi 
State was used. The findings indicated that 
there was significant correlation between the 
pre-Board and Board examination results; 
there was no significant difference between 
the scores of boys and girls in both pre-Board 
and Board examinations in Sciences and 
Mathematics but there was significant differ- 
ence in mean scores of boys and girls in En- 
glish in Board examination and that there was 
no significant difference in mean scores in

Training of Paper Setters 


Sixty eight paper setters/examiners of 
Jammu and Kashmir Board of School Edu- 
cation were trained in developing balanced 
question papers in English, Science, Social 
Sciences and Mathematics in a 5-day 
training programme at Srinagar. A report of 
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the programme consisting of conceptual 
material on evaluation and question papers 
developed in the workshop was prepared and 
discussed. 


Another training programme in setting of 
balanced question papers was conducted for 
50 paper setters of the Karnataka Secondary 
Education and Examination Board. The par- 
ticipants were exposed to the concept of evalu- 
ation and the various techniques of testing. 
They developed balanced questions papers in 
the subjects of English, Hindi, Science, Math- 
ematics and Social Studies. A detailed report 
was prepared and circulated among the par- 
ticipants. 


Training of Teachers in Developing 
Item Bank 


The Higher secondary teachers of the State 
of Goa were exposed to the technique of 
developing good questions and preparing item 
bank. About 60 teachers in the subjects of 
English, Economics, Geography , Physics, 
Chemistry, Biology and Mathematics partici- 
pated in the workshop and developed about 
500 questions in each subject during the 
workshop. These questions will be vetted and 
finalised and compiled in the form of item pool 
for the use of the teachers of Goa. 


Training of Kendriya Vidyalaya 
Teachers in CCE 


In a two-day Orientation Programme 28 
teachers of Kendriya Vidyalayas of Delhi were 
oriented in the concept and techniques of 
Continuous and Comprehensive Evaluation 
(CCE). They were exposed to the various di- 
mensions of CCE like concept, diagnosis and 
remediation, assessmént of non-scholastic ar- 
eas and development of tools for assessing 
different, aspects of pupil growth.

Texibook for Class XI — A Pilot Study 


Review of related literature was done for pre- 
paring evaluation criteria for reviewers, teach- 
ers and students. Separate evaluation 
proformas for reviewers were developed and 
finalised. The suggestions of faculty mem- 
bers were incorporated. Data was collected 
from students and teachers of Delhi schools 
where psychology is taught as a school 
subject. 


Counsellor in the Making: Status and

The data was collected with the 
help of questionnaire and interviews. The 
data was analysed to see the discrepancies, 
if any, between parental expectations and 
adolescents perceptions. The report is un- 
der preparation. Based on the findings, cer- 
tain guidelines are being developed for par- 
ents so that they can attempt to reduce the 
adolescents' conflicts and tension in order to 
enhance their development. 


Analysis of the Science Textbooks of 
Secondary School Stage with Refer- 
ence to the Nature of Science, Attitudes, 
Values Towards Science and Its Rel- 
evance for Daily Life 


The study involved analysis of the Science 
Textbooks of the NCERT for the Secondary 
School Stage with a view to reveal the depic- 
tion of the nature of Science, and the accom- 
panying attitudes and values, and its rel- 
evance for daily life. The analysis was car- 
ried out with the help of an existing analysis 
plan which was adapted for the present study. 
The results have been discussed and the 
guidelines for development textbooks pre- 
pared. The mimeographed report has been 
finalised. 


Research Trends and Indigenisation of 
Educational Psychology in I ndia: 
Analysis of Journal Articles and Reports 


The study aimed at examining journal articles 
and research reports with a view to delineate 
the trends of research in educational psychol- 
ogy in India during the last 15 years and to 
analyse structural charactristics, authorship 
pattern, methods, focus of the title, and in- 
stitutional contributions in Educational Psy- 
chology. Six hundred forty one articles 
(full text) were collected and subjected to 
analysis. The report has been finalised. 
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A Study of the Predictive Potential of 
Selection Procedure for Performance 
in Counsellor Training Programme 
and on the Job Performance 


The study aimed at assessing the efficacy of 
the selection procedure for prediction of the 
performance in the counsellor training 
programme and on the job. The selection pro- 
cedure used for admission of the candidates 
to the counsellor training programme of the 
NCERT which included use of written test, 
interview and a self-expression technique in 
the past was correlated with the performance 
of the candidates in the training and subse- 
quently on the job. The analysis which in- 
cluded qualitative analysis of the data as well, 
yielded results which validate the use of test 
and interview for selection of candiates to the 
Diploma Course. Mimeographed report has 
been finalised. 


A Critical Study of Educational 
Psychology Curriculum of Elementary / 
Teacher Education in India 


The mimeographed report of the national sur- 
vey of thirty one courses in educational psy- 
chology in elementary teacher education 
across the country has been finalised. It con- 
sists of two parts. The first one deals with 
theoretical perspective and the second one is 
related to the empirical analysis of the na- 
ture and structure of course and their con- 
tents, policies and practices involved in plan- 
ning the curriculum and the perceptions of 
teacher educators teaching educational psy- 
chology. The same will be sent to NCTE and 
the SCERTs for use in bringing about reform 
in their respective courses. 


Schooling in Mirambilca-— 
A Case Study 


The study aimed at examining the process of 
schooling in Mirambika, a school based on 
the philosophy of free progress education as 
envisioned by Sri Aurobindo. Intensive par- 
ticipant observations were carried out by three 
investigators for a period of 8 months in 
Mirambika. Following an ethnographic ap- 


proach, an intrinsic case study of Mirambika 
was conducted. Methodological triangulation, 
i.e., use of observation, interview and ques- 
tionnaires helped in cross-validating the ob- 


servations made by three investigators ir he 
school. 

The study highlights the organisati: nal 
dynamics in school, decentralised planı: ig, 


emphasis on inculcating a sense of respc .;si- 
bility among students, child-centred s: ibi 
according to the needs and capacities o: he 
child, and the project approach to teacli ig- 
learning. A presentation of the finding o! the 
study were made to the members o: ihe 
concerned schools which was chaired by 
Director NCERT. A report of the major 
findings was also brought out. 


Counsellor in the Making: Status vid 
Development (Phase I) 


The research study aimed at conducting “5l- 
low up of the counsellors trained by the te- 
partment. Data from counsellors, principis, 
teachers, parents and students yielded in or- 
mation on the effectiveness of counsellor. A 
group of counsellors rated effective on © e- 
ria used to judge their effectiveness were i n- 
tified. Results indicate that perception. of 
counsellors. 


Counsellors are facing role conflicts as ihe 
demands of work are not in line with their 
role perceptions. There is lack of understand- 
ing of their work by the employers and heads 
of schools and students. Work relating to 
project is complete and the report is in the 
finalisation stage. 


Guidance Research in India: An 
Indepth Study 


The project aims at conducting a micro level 
and macro level analysis of Indian researches 
in guidance and counselling. About 500 re- 
searches have been identified from journals 
and other documents available at various 
dimensions have been completed. Draft re- 
port is being prepared. The findings have 
implications for planning further research and 
developing a workable indigenous model for 
professional practice.

Curriculum in Educational 
Psychology for Elementary Teacher 
Education 


The NCERT is in the process of evolving a 
curriculum framework in educational psy- 
chology which would be less theoretical and 
more functional, reality oriented and indig- 
enous. It would consist of explicit guidelines 
for curriculum developers in designing the 
contents, integrating theory and practice, 
deciding appropriate instructional strategies 
amongst the suggested areas and approaches. 
The work done so far include intensive 
review of literature, experts opinions on what 
should essentially be part of such course for 
in-service teachers perceptions about the gaps 
in their training etc. A steering committee 
meeting was conducted to discuss the issues 
and modalities for the development of the cur- 


“velop resource material on questioning for 


riculum. A background paper was prepared 
for discussion later, a workshop of experts, 
indentified to contribute their research in- 
sights and experience on different themes, 
was conducted and an article has been pre- 
pared for publication. 


Counselling Case Management : 
Development of a Practical Guide 


This is an attempt to prepare a casebook on 
successfully handled counselling case 
studies done by the trainees of Diploma 
handled counselling being run by the 
NCERT. 


Twenty cases have been identified from a 
pool of 500 case records available in the 
NCERT. These case studies have been ed- 
ited, refined and rewritten to make them pub- 
lication worthy. Review workshop was held 
to review the case studies and some theoreti- 
cal chapters. The case book is in the process 
of finalisation after incorporating the changes 
suggested by the reviewers. 


Teacher Questioning in Classroom — 
Development of Resource Material 


The programme aimed at exploring the role 
of questioning as a teaching device and to de- 


teachers. A review of researches both in In- 
dian and foreign journals was carried out to 
know the trends in research in questioning. 
To know the existing position of teacher's 
question, an exploratory study was carried 
out of a small sample of classrooms. Data on 
teacher educators understanding about ques- 
tioning was developed for use ofteachers. It 
gives details on how and why of questions, 
and provides guidelines and how to structure 
classroom questions. Also exemplars have 
been developed related to different aspects of 
questioning. The material is currently being 
finalised to be brought out in the form ofa 
monograph. 


Psychology Curriculum at +2 Stage 


The main objectives of this project are to 
examine the present psychology curricula at 
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+2 stage, to develop a position paper on 
psychology at +2 stage. 


Analysis of the psychology syllabi at +2 
used by different State Boards across the 
country has been completed. A need assess- 
ment survey on a sample of school teachers 
and students of psychology at +2 stage has 
been conducted. Position paper is now being 
prepared after which the exemplar curricu- 
lum of psychology at +2 stage will be 
developed. 


Handbook of Value, Attitude, 
Interests 


The handbook consists of critical review of 
about 60 tests in the areas of value, attitude, 
interest. This is third in the series of such 
handbooks being prepared by the Depart- 
ment. The manuscript is ready to be sent to 
the press after giving finishing touches. 


Enrichment Course in Psychology 
for School Teachers at +2 Stage 


The course content was designed on the 
basis of need assessment survey and a 
workshop held on 22-23 September, 1999. 
The Enrichment Course was organised from 
27th March to Ist April, 2000 at New Delhi 
for 20 school teachers from Delhi and the

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Teacher Education 


Teacher education is a curricular input for 
improving school education. The programmes 
and activities in this area are generally fo- 
cussed on development of capabilities in the 
States to respond effectively to the training 
needs of the States, including training under 
the District Primary Education Programme 
(DPEP) and Speical Orientation Programme 
of Primary Teachers (SOPT); academic sup- 
port to centrally sponsored schemes of teacher 
education like the District Institutes of Edu- 
cation and Training (DIETs), Colleges of 
Teacher Education (CTEs), Institutes of Ad- 
vanced Studies in Education (IASEs) and 
State Councils of Educational Research and 
Training (SCERTs). The Department of 
Teacher Education and Extension (DTEE) in 
the National Institute of Education (NIE) at 
New Delhi and the Regional Institutes of Edu- 
cation (RIEs) at Ajmer, Bhubaneswar, Bhopal, 
Mysore and Shillong are the major constitu- 
ents of the NCERT engaged in improving the 
quality of teacher education. The highlights 
of programmes and activities undertaken in 
the area of teacher education during 1999- 
2000 are as follows: 


. Research 


Teaching Effectiveness of Primary 
Teachers in Relation to their 
Educational and Professional 
Qualifications 


The study aims to identify the relationship 
between teacher effectiveness and teachers 
educational and professional qualifications, 
and to compare the teacher effectiveness with 
different combinations of educational and 
professional qualifications. A sample of 249 
MCD primary school teachers with different 


. educational qualifications was selected for 


the study. The tools for the study comprised 
(i) Head teachers perception schedule, 
(ii) Teacher's self-perception schedule, 
(iii) Achievement tests in Hindi, Mathemat- 
ics, Environmental Studies I — (Social Stud- 
ies) and II — (Science). Based on the educa- 
tional and professional qualifications ten 
groups of teachers were formulated. 


The study revealed that the teachers hav- 
ing different educational and professional 
qualifications differ from each other, though 
not significantly, in their effectiveness as 
judged by their Head teachers, and si; ifi- 
cantly in their self perception. The Sci nce 
graduate teacher with diploma in Ele: en- 
tary Education and Science Post-Grac ate 
Teachers with B.Ed have higher self-per ep- 
tion as compared to teachers having © her 
combination of qualifications. 


The study also revealed that content knowl- 
edge of teachers vary according to their “du- 
cational and professional qualifications in 
Science and Mathematics. BSc. BTC, TE 
teachers are found more effective for tc. ch- 
ing Science and Mathematics at priv ary 
stage. 


Appraisal of Quality of Teacher 
Training under SMART-PT in 
Maharashtra 


The objectives of the study were to asses. ihe 
adequacy of various inputs during State ide 
Massive and Rigorous Training of Pri; ary 
Teachers (SMART-PT) of Maharashtra “rate 
and to study its quality in terms of gains in 
knowledge and skills of the participants. The 
study revealed that the four training centres 
observed, had adequate facilities like black- 
board, toilet, seminar rooms, technological 
aids and timely availability of learning mate- 
rials on the first day though the library facili- 
ties were inadequate. The teachers had 
gained in knowledge significantly during 
training irrespective of their sex, institution, 
place of living etc. 


Case Study of Autonomous SCERT, 
Delhi j 


A case study of autonomous SCERT of Delhi 
was conducted to study the impact of its au- 
tonomous character in enhancing its effec- 
tiveness. The study revealed that autono- 
mous status facilitated the institution to dis- 
charge its functions smoothly and systemati- 
cally. After gaining autonomous status, the 
scope of SCERT's work has widened. In- 
creased financial assistance has enabled the 


SCERT to procure better quality resources 
both human and material with greater initia- 
tive, vision and freedom to work along with 
expanded facilities and resources. The 
SCERT faculty, has, however, some problems 
related to service matters which need to be 
sorted out appropriately. 


Status of SCERTs/SIEs 


This study was undertaken to find out the 
existing status of SCERTs/SIEs with refer- 
ence to their departmental structures, 
infrastructural facilities, staff profiles, 
programme planning and implementation. 
Another purpose was to identify the factors 
that hamper proper functioning of these in- 

. stitutions and to suggest appropriate mea- 
sures to overcome the same. Data have been 
collected and analysed. The draft report is 
under preparation. 


Operationalisation of the Scheme of 
DIETs : A Survey 


An analytical survey of the existing status and 
functioning of DIETs has been undertaken 
with a view to suggest measures that could 
help them to discharge their responsibilities 
effectively. The data received from 156 DIETs 
and 2203 teacher educators were completed 
and analysed and report has been prepared. 
The survey revealed tnat the pre-service edu- 
cators course had different nomenclature in 
different States. All the seven branches 
visualised as essential components were not 
operative in most of the DIETs. Further, a 
large number of posts had remained vacant 
though the teacher educators in position were 
well qualified. These teacher educators need 
regular inputs such as training, etc. for their 
professional development. The DIETs had 
constituted their programme advisory com- 
mittees and also identified the lab areas for 
undertaking action research. 


Constructivist Approach to Teaching 
Science 


In this project school based training was pro- 
vided to the teachers in use of constructivism 
to teach science to primary classes. The pro- 


c.dure followed was to observe the actual 
classroom teaching learning situation, dem- 
onstrating to teachers how teaching can be 
made more effective using constructivism and 
studying the impact of training on classroom 
teaching. 


The study revealed that constructivism can 
be easily implemented in our schools provided 
teachers are trained in using this approach. 
Teachers were told to make use of the exist- 
ing concepts of students in developing their 
lessons and to help them to do activities and 
arrive on their own conclusions. The teach- 
ers were convinced that teaching through 
constructivism motivates both students and 
teachers, makes teachers learn the content 
thoroughly and improves the learning envi- 
ronment in the class. This requires some new 
demands on teachers such as learning the 
content thoroughly and developing the peda- 
gogical competence. This lessens burden of 
rote learning on students. 


Framework for Participative and 
Data Based System of Teacher 
Appraisal 


To enforce the norms of accountability for 
quality improvement in education, NCERT de- 
veloped a framework for participatory and 
data based system of teacher appraisal. The 
framework includes self-appraisal by teacher, 
appraisal by the principal on the basis of the 
data maintained by him for each and every 
teacher's academic and co-curricular activi- 
ties and contributions. The framework also 
suggests the inclusion of 'Appraisal Interview" 
in which the teacher being appraised will be 
given a chance to present his significant con- 
tributions. The framework is being tried out 
on four D.M. schools and three Jawahar 
Navodya Vidyalayas on experimental basis. 
The experimental schools have initiated the 
process of framework implementation. 


In-service Training of Secondary and 
Senior Secondary Teachers in North. 
East Region: A Feasibility Study 


This study aimed to assess the existing man- 
power and infrastructural facilities regarding 
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teacher education in the region and to as- 
sess the specific requirements of these states 
to organise in-service training programmes. 


The data for this study was collected with 
the help of questionnaires, field visits to North 
Eastern States and secondary sources. The 
study revealed that the problem of low par- 
ticipation at training programmes was due to 
poor transportation, lack of hostel facilities 
for participants, lack of infrastructural facili- 
ties like accommodation, lecture halls, audio- 
visual aids and reading materials, etc. Fi- 
nancial constraints and inadequate resource 
persons in various subject areas also ad- 
versely affected the quality of in-service train- 
ing. To improve the quality of in-service 
teacher training in North-Eastern region, the 
study suggested the need of (i) special scheme 
for augmentation of infrastructural facilities 
in resource institutions with more flexible 
norms of expenditure; and (ii) scheme for 
Special Orientation of Secondary and Senior 
Secondary Teachers (SOSST) indicating 
clearly the target groups, techniques of train- 
ing, need assessment, number and duration 
of training programmes, etc. 


Development 


Fifty Years of Teacher Education in 
India : Appraisal and Future 
Perspective 


The project aims at appraising the develop- 
ment and current status of teacher educa- 
tion in the country. The major objectives of 
the study are (i) to analyse the historical de- 
velopment at different levels and different 
types of pre-service teacher education, (ii) to 
analyse the historical development of in-ser- 
vice education, (iii) to examine innovative 
programmes attempted and implemented 
during post-independence period, (iv) to ap- 
praise the achievement of teacher education 
institutions set up under the centrally spon- 
sored scheme of restructuring of teacher edu- 
cation, (v) to examine the role of different in- 
Stitutions and organisations in the develop- 
ment of teacher education. Eleven chapters 
on different dimensions of teacher education 


with integrated themes were fino sed.

It will include five 
types of entries: (i) Educational Themes, 
(ii) Educational Institutions, Organisations 
etc., (iii) Educational Projects and Schemes,

'promotion of research in elementary teacher 
education', from March 29 to 1 April 2000 at 
NIE Campus, New Delhi. Twenty seven Prin- 
cipals and Heads of institutions from Andhra 
Pradesh, Gujarat, Karnataka, Kerala, Madhya 
Pradesh, Orissa, Rajasthan, West Bengal, 
Uttar Pradesh, Tamil Nadu and Delhi at- 
tended this programme. The participants 
discussed emerging concerns of elementary 
education and need for research to improve 
the quality of elementary education. Prob- 
able research themes in areas of 
elementary teacher education, namely, 
admission procedures, curriculum of pre- 
service education, internship programme and 
evaluation were discussed and a number of 
research proposals were developed. 


Ir-service Primary Teachers 
Training through Interactive 
Television (IPTT:ITV) 


In order to pre-test the technology and train- 
ing software before its countrywide launch 
under the National Action Plan, this pilot 
project is being implemented in the States of 
Madhya Pradesh and Gujarat under the over- 
all supervision and guidance of the NCERT. 
The collaborative partners in this project, 
namely Department of Education and Depart- 
ment of Telecommunication of Govt. of India, 
UNESCO and International Telecommunica- 
tion Union (ITU) have been assigned specific 
responsibilities through MOU. The State 
nodal agencies for implementation of this 
project are SCERT, Madhya Pradesh and 
GCERT, Gujarat. The NCERT, besides pro- 
viding academic support is coordinating, 
monitoring and evaluating the project. This 
project covers 6 districts and 62 blocks in 
Gujarat and 10 districts and 124 blocks in 
Madhya Pradesh. There are twenty learning 
centres, 12 in Madhya Pradesh and 8 in 
Gujarat. The beneficiaries are teachers, 
teacher educators and educational supervi- 
sors. The districts and blocks have been se- 
lected to cover a wide geographical area. To 
improve the quality of interactivity this tech- 
nology uses two way audio and two way video 
with computer support system. The NCERT

The NCERT organised a five-day orientation 
programme for SCERT/SIE faculty from 29 
November to 3 December 1999 at NIE Cam- 
pus, New Delhi. Thirty participants from 14 
SCERTS/SIEs of north, east and western 
States attended this programme. 


The objectives ofthe training were to make 
them understand the emerging trends and 
issues related to school education and teacher 


_ education in their region. The instructional 


package of the training programme included 
topics on national curriculum for elementary 
education; concerns and issues of elemen- 
tary teacher education; development of cur- 
ricular and instructional meterial; planning, 
organising, monitoring and evaluation of in- 
service education programmes; action re- 
search techniques and their implications for 
classroom teaching. 


Extension 


Conference of the Directors of 
SCERTs/SIEs 


A conference of Directors of SCERTs/SIEs 
was organised at New Delhi from 7 to 8 March 
2000. The conference was attended by 17 
SCERTs /SIEs from Goa, Punjab, Uttar 
Pradesh, Assam, Maharashtra, Tripura, 
Kerala, Haryana, Karnataka, Nagaland, 
Madhya Pradesh, Tamil Nadu, Andhra 
Pradesh, Jammu and Kashmir, Rajasthan, 
West Bengal and Delhi. The objectives of the 
conference included exchange of ideas and 
experiences in the field of school education 
and teacher education. The significant 
achievements of various SCERTs, 
programmes and projects were also discussed 
in the conference. The various Departments 


of NIE shared with the Directors of SCERTs / 
SIEs the concerns of mutual interest for the 
qualitative improvement of school education. 
In various sessions, concerns related with Na- 
tional Curriculum Framework for School Edu- 
cation, experiential value education, strength- 
ening linkage between the NCERT and 
SCERTs, centrally sponsored scheme of re- 
structuring teacher education including 
operationalisation of DIETs, CTEs and IASE s 
and implementation of SOPT were discussed 
threadbare. The Directors of SCERTs worked 
in three groups and made recommendations 
related with strengthening linkages between 
the NCERT and SCERTS, in-service training 
programmes in DIETs, SIEs, and CTEs, link- 
ages between DIETs, CTEs and IASEs. The 
recommendations of the conference will have 
implications for the qualitative improvement 
of school education in long run. 


Innovations in Teacher Education 
and School Education —All India 
Competition 


To promote the spirit of experimentation, re- 
search and innovative practices among 
teacher educators and school teachers, the 
NCERT organises every year two All India 
Competitions. These Competitions, namely, 
Innovations in Teacher Education and Inno- 
vations in School Education aim at promot- 
ing professional growth among teacher edu- 
cators and school teachers. Under this 
scheme innovative papers are invited from 
teacher educators and school teachers. These 
papers are evaluated by a panel of experts 
and are selected for the NCERT award. The 
selected teacher educators are given incen- 
tives in the form of cash prize and recogni- 
tion at the national level. the NCERT pro- 
vides an opportunity to these selected teach- 
ers to discuss their innovations and to fur- 
ther field test the utility of these innovations. 


Out of 71 papers received from 15 States 
during the previous year, 27 papers were 
selected for the NCERT award — 19 from 
elementary teacher education and 8 from 
secondary teacher education. The selected 
teachers participated in the seminar 


organised by the NCERT at NIE, New Delhi 
to discuss their innovative ideas. Awards were 


given to teacher educators in November 1999.

Regional Level Inputs to 
Teacher Education 


Pre-Service Teacher Education Programme 


One of the major concerns of the NCERT is 
the development and operationalisation ofin- 
novative pre-service teacher education 
courses, viz. four-year integrated teacher edu- 
cation course in science education and one- 


year M.Ed. course with specialisation in 
elementary education. During 1999-2000 a 
new two-year B.Ed. Secondary Course was 
started in Science and Humanities on experi- 
mental basis. Total of 1589 students were on 
roll in various pre-service courses in the RIEs. 
The main emphasis of four-year Integrated 
B.Sc. B.Ed./B.Sc.Ed. Course is on quality, 
i.e., producing good teachers well-versed in 
content, process and pedagogy and co-cur- 
ricular activities. The one-year M.Ed. Elemen- 
tary Education Course in teacher education 
gives adequate emphasis on issues and con- 
cerns in primary education and research- 
based inputs. The pupil-teachers in the 
course, conduct several research studies in 
different priority areas of elementary educa- 
tion . A Post-Graduate Diploma in Guidance 
and Counselling has also been designed to 
be started from next session. 


RIE, Ajmer 


The RIE, Ajmer conducted 5 training 
programmes for the faculty of DIETs and 
SCERT/SIE on: (i) activity based teaching in 
the subject areas of Hindi, Mathematics, 
EVS- I and Il, (ii organisation of in-service 
programmes, (iii) conducting educational 
surveys, (iv) evaluation of in-service 
programmes, and (v) advanced instructional 
strategies and programmes management. 


Training was also provided to (i) Head 
teachers of primary and upper primary 
schools of Chandigarh on effective planning

Curriculum of Plantation Crops and Manage- 
ment, General Receptionist, Office Manage- 
ment, Stenography, Fish Seed Production and 
Ophthalmic Technician courses were revised.

Test transmission of dedicated satellite edu- 
cational channel 'Gyan Darshan' was inau- 
gurated by Hon'ble Minister of Human Re- 
source Development and Information and 
Broadcasting on 26 January, 2000.

Special Projects 


Impact Study of Educational Technology 
Scheme of the Govt. of India 


An impact study of centrally sponsored 
schemes of the GOI has been taken up by 
the institute in collaboration with four State 
Institutes of Educational Technology in 
the States of Andhra Pradesh, Orissa, 
Maharashtra, U.P. and Educational Technol- 
ogy Cell of Rajasthan. The Experimental 


Study aims at assessing the effects of Edu- 
cational TV and Radio-cum-Cassette Players 
(RCCPs) on the achievement of Children in 
the Curricular and Non Curricular Areas (gen- 
eral awareness life sustaining skills and 
value inculcation) as also knowing the per- 
ceptions of functionaries involved, parents 
and community at large on the relevance and 
usefulness of these programmes. The re- 
quired research tools have been prepared and 
pre-test completed. The data including the 
monitoring and observation reports have 
since been received and entered into the com- 
puter for analysis. 


Development of Multimedia 
CD ROM 


An interactive multimedia CD ROM 
(Courseware) for Class VI Science has been 
developed. This is based on the NCERT 
textbooks. This was presented at the inau- 
gural function of the Multimedia Centre at 
the CIET premises. This very first publica- 
tion in this new medium was well received by 
the SCERTs, many DIETs, KVS etc. and re- 
quest for copies are pouring in. The Govt. of 
Andhra Pradesh is planning to bring out 
Telugu version of the CD. 


Creation of a Website 


The CIET has created a website HYPERLINK 
http: / /www.ciet. nic.in to put up information 
in the area of Educational Technology. It is 
registered with various search engines, linked 
with other related sites and is constantly up- 
dated with information about programmes, 
especially ETV programmes. The site is in- 
tended to be developed into fulfledged portal 
on educational technology and to incorporate 
features of training and conferencing. 


Quality Improvement of 
ETV Programmes 


A concerted effort is being made to improve 
the quality of ETV productions by incorpo- 
rating animated graphics. Ranging from titles 
to still graphics, 2D animation, 3D anima- 
tions and cell animation projects have been 
undertaken for various ETV programmes. 
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Five students worked on their diploma 
projects with the CIET, while two of these were 
cell animation projects, using computers at 
various stages of their work including line 
testing, colouring, composting and special 
effects. The other projects involve small sec- 
tions of graphics and animation. Supported 
by video download card system has been able 
to migrate from shooting graphics and ani- 
mation projected on the wall, to them being 
directly ported on to video tape, allowing for 
a quantum jump in quality. 


Regional Inputs in 
Computer Education 


The RIE, Bhopal organised a 10-day training 
programme on Computer Literacy for DIET 
faculty of Madhya Pradesh and Maharashtra. 
Its ET Cell provided all facilities and 
consultancy. 


The RIE, Bhubaneswar organised an ori- 
entation programme on educational technol- 
ogy for teacher educators of primary level. 


The RIE, Mysore developed Sixty audio 
programmes for the children of Class I and II 
of Karnataka, 10 audio cassettes in Tamil for 
children of Classes III and IV. The Institute 
undertook Script Writing for the development 
of audio cassettes in English and competency 
based audio programmes in Tamil language.

In October 1996, the DPEP Core Resource 
Group (DPEPCRG) was constituted at the 
NCERT for liaisoning with the Department of 
Education, Ministry of Human Resource De- 
velopment (MHRD), offices of the State Project 
Directors, Ed.CIL, etc., besides coordinating 
and monitoring of the activities of NCRG, 
NRRG and NTRG at the NIE and the RIE lev- 
els where DPEP work is in progress and in- 
teracting with outside agencies such as State 
Project Directors, Ed.CIL, etc. 


Baseline and Midterm 
Assessment Survey 


Timely conduct of the Baseline Assessment 
Surveys and Midterm Assessment Surveys is 
one of the major responsibilities of the DPEP 
Core Resource Group. Development of re- 
search design and revision of tools for the con- 
duct of BAS and MAS were undertaken by 
the Group. At the level of training and exten- 


sion, 7-day training programme for Master 
trainers at State level was organised at SIERT, 
Udaipur for the conduct of Baseline Assess- 
ment Survey (BAS) in 10 Expansion Districts 
of Rajasthan. Besides, the MAS was con- 
ducted in as many as 17 districts spanning 
over the States of Andhra Pradesh, Gujarat, 
Himachal Pradesh and Orissa. 


The final reports of the Midterm Assess- 
ment Survey conducted in DPEP Phase-Il 
States were analysed and comparative study 
of Achievement of Students was undertaken. 
A document titled "Students' Achievement 
under MAS-Appraisal in Phase-II States" was 
brought out. This document provides for in- 
dicators for mid-course corrections and gives 
pointers for a futuristic planning of 
programmes under DPEP. The progress of 
the DPEP activities was reviewed by the Co- 
ordination Committee of the DPEP. Based 
on the DPEP Phase-I MAS Report, hardspots 
of learning were identified both for language 
and mathematics and the same were con- 
veyed to each of the 7 DPEP Phase I States 
for undertaking steps to overcome those prob- 
lems. A workshop was organised to finalise 
Mid-term Assessment Survey (MAS) Propos- 
als for 76 districts of 10 States. 


International Seminar 


The NCERT has been organising the Inter- 
national Seminar on School Effectiveness, 
under the aegis of the DPEP, since 1995. The 
Fifth International Seminar on Researches in 
School Effectiveness at Primary Stage was 
organised from 14-16 July 1999. The focus 
of the seminar was on researches particularly 
dealing with the effect of intervention strate- 
gies for school effectiveness at primary stage. 


As a prelude to the International Seminar, 
the NCERT organised three regional seminars 
at its Regional Institutes of Education one 
each at Bhopal, Bhubaneswar and Mysore 
during April-May, 1999. Finally, of the 171 
entries, 59 papers from amongst the Indian 
contributors were shortlisted for the presen- 
tation in the Regional Seminars. Finally, 14 
promising papers from within the country 
were selected for presentation in the 
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Fifth International Seminar on Researches in School Effectiveness at Primary Stage. 


International Seminar. Besides, 8 foreign 
papers were selected from amongst 10 over- 
seas contributions. These papers were from 
countries, namely, Iran, Japan, Netherlands, 
South Africa, Sri Lanka and Uganda. Also, 
some more presentations raised out of the 
studies commissioned by the DPEP Bureau, 
MHRD, New Delhi were selected for presen- 
tation during the Seminar. The Seminar wit- 
nessed 27 presentations besides a panel dis- 
cussion on 'Community Involvement and 
School Effectiveness'. 


The Seminar covered various dimensions 
of school effectiveness and has provided good 
insights into the issues that have been thwart- 


ing our efforts to achieve the goals of 


universalising elementary education. 


Documentation of the papers presented in 
the Seminar and the proceedings of the Semi- 
nar are included in the report of the Fifth In- 
ternational Seminar. The preparation for the 
Sixth International Research Seminar on In- 
dicators of Quality Education at Elementary 
Stage to be held in December 2000 is in 
progress.

Class oom Processes — ‘Comparative 
Case Studies’ 


This study was taken up under the DPEP 
progres ime of the NCERT and it was carried 
out in collaboration with faculty from the 
RIEs, Ajmer, Bhopal and Mysore. The pur- 
pose o! {he study was to develop benchmark 
of clas: oom processes of primary education 
in different States. The study used qualita- 
tive re: arch methodology involving extended 
classroom observation spread over the aca- 
demic car coupled with interviews of teach- 
ers, parents and trainers. 


The study was initiated during September 
1998 :n seven States namely; Andhra 
Pradesh, Haryana, Karnataka, Kerala, 
Madhya Pradesh, Maharashtra and Uttar 
Pradesh. An interim report based on the in- 
formation from all the States has been pre- 
pared for sharing with the national and in- 
ternational members of Twelfth Joint Review 
Mission of DPEP. Finalisation of report is in 
progress. 

The RIE, Mysore developed support 
materials for MLL based IV standard EVS-I 
textbook of Tamil Nadu and replicable 
training strategy for development of 


essential competencies among primary 
teachers. 


Mathematics Learning by 
Tribal Children: A Case Study 
(Gajapati District of Orissa) 


This study was essentially an attempt to un- 


‘derstand and document what types of Math- 


ematics the tribals use in their daily life. For 
this purpose, the Saura tribal community of 
the Gajapati District was chosen. Initially a 


survey was conducted to document the an- 
thropological and social features of the com- 
munity. In the next two rounds of the study, 
the counting number system, market trans- 
action system etc. of the Saura tribals was 
documented. It was found that the Saura 
tribals use different type of Mathematics from 
house building to the making of small agri- 
cultural tools. The first draft of the report is 
ready. The report suggests a few interven- 
tions to rectify the school curriculum of Math- 
ematics of the tribal areas such as 


(i) The mathematical problems should reflect 
the actual situations in the daily life of 
the tribals, and not hypothetical math- 
ematical questions. 


(ii) The tribal number system should be 
introduced at the primary level to teach 
mathematics to the tribal children. 


(iii) The school textbooks on Mathematics 
should give emphasis upon the 
algorithms like ‘addition’ and ‘subtrac- 
tion’; instead of ‘multiplication’ and 
‘division’. 


Training in Action Research 
Methodology 


A training workshop in Action Research 
Methodology was organised for 25 DPEP func- 
tionaries of Himachal Pradesh. 


Identification of Educational Needs of 
Minority run Institutions in Uttar 
Pradesh and Bihar 


This project was taken up with a specific ob- 
jective of assessing educational needs of mi- 
nority run institutions located in two DPEP 
States, Uttar Pradesh and Bihar. Data was 
collected from the high concentration minor- 
ity blocks about the institutions, about stu- 
dents and about teachers. Various aspects 
covered by this study included both qualita- 
tive and quantitative information about the 
institutions. The data was analysed and a 
draft report has been prepared which is 
under finalisation. 
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Integrated Education of Disabled 


The NCERT provided resource support, be- 
ing a member of the State Advisory Commit- 
tee for development of State Plans regarding 
implementation of IEDC under DPEP for se- 
lecting, reviewing and monitoring the projects 
by NGOs in Kerala and Uttar Pradesh. The 
RIE, Bhubaneswar developed strategies for 
identification and remediation of educational 
barriers of mild disabled children in DPEP 
districts of Orissa. 


Consultancy 


The work carried out by the various States 
was analysed and report prepared on the sta- 
tus of tribal education in the DPEP States for 
use of officials responsible for monitoring of 
this programme in the States. A review met- 
ing of the co-ordinators of tribal education in 
DPEP States is also under plan.

The National Debate Competition was 
organised between July-October 1999 on the 
topic of "Empowerment of Women will lead to 
Population Stabilisation in India".

level, regional level and national level. At the 
national level, three best teams and the best 
speakers for and against the motion were 
given awards. 


Research and Evaluation 


A Plan of Action to Promote Research in Popu- 
lation Education was prepared in collabora- 
tion with UGC, Directorate of Adult Educa- 
tion and UNFPA. The data were collected and 
processed for the Benchmark Survey on Ado- 
lescent Reproductive Health. The Report is 
being finalised. 


Monitoring of Project 
Implementation 


Five Inter-Sectoral Coordination Meetings 
were held to support the efforts being made 
to ensure effective implementation of the 
Projects in school education, adult education, 
university education sectors. This new moni- 
toring process was initiated at the State level 
also. Project implementation was reviewed 
at regular intervals in the Meetings held in 
MHRD, MHOFW and UNFPA. Two Project 
Progress Review Meetings were organised 
during November-December 1999 to 
review progress made during 1999 and to 
prepare work plans and Budget Estimates for 
2000. 


Regional Level Inputs in 
Population Education 


The Regional Institute of Education, Ajmer 
conducted a Training Programme in 
Reconceptualilsed Framework of Population 
Education and another in Adolescence Edu- 
cation for the Teacher Educators of the North- 
ern Region. Activities were organised in 
schools during Population Education Week. 
A Study on the causes and steps to overcome 
female foeticide and female infanticide in dif- 
ferent regions of Rajasthan was also under- 
taken and completed. 


The Regional Institute of Education, Bhopal 
developed Jan Shankhya Shiksha: Adhigam 
Samagree (Population Learning Materials) 
and reviewed/finalised the material produced 
in the Population Education labs of DIETs of 
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M.P. and disseminated to the DIETs of 
Madhya Pradesh and SCERTs. Kishorwastha 
Shiksha (Adolescence Education) material 
was produced, tried out, finalised and dis- 
seminated. A Study of Awareness and Atti- 
tude towards Adolescents Reproductive 
Health is being conducted. Analysis of the 
data is under progress. The Institute has also 
celebrated World Population Day and Popu- 
lation Education Week and arranged Guest 
lectures, Intra-and Inter-school painting, 
story writing and essay competitions for the 
school children. 


The Regional Institute of Education, 
Bhubaneswar also observed World Population 
Day and Population Education Week and 
organised a number of activities during that 
period. A Status Study on the Parameters of 
PQL of Human Population of Khurda, Balasor 
and Koraput districts of Orrisa was under- 
taken. An Interactive Seminar on 
Reconceptualised Population Education for 
curriculum framers and material developers 
of Secondary and Higher Secondary Boards 
of the States/UTs of Eastern and North East- 
ern Region was organised. 


The Regional Institute of Education, Mysore 
organised co-curricular activites on the oc- 
casion of World Population Day and while ob- 
serving of Population Education Week. A Need 
Assessment Study on Adolescence Education 
was undertaken. Special Lectures on Popu- 
lation and Development Education were 
organised in schools.

(C) Special Orientation Programm! for 
Primary School Teachers 


The Special Orientation Progamme fo: Pri- 
mary School Teachers (SOPT) is a centrally 
sponsored scheme designed during 1903-94 
with a view to improving the quality of pri- 
mary education as a part of the strategy of 
achieving universalisation of elementary edu- 
cation. The major focus of the scheme has 
been; to develop competencies among teach- 
ers in the use of operation blackboard mate- 
rials supplied to primary schools and to en- 
courage teachers to adopt child centred ap- 
proach to learning. The orientation 
programme also aims at developing compe- 
tencies envisaged in the National Report on 
MLL. The SOPT scheme was initiated with 
the target of imparting training to 4.5 lakh 


teachers every year. The NCERT has been 
entrusted with the responsibility to facilitate 
its i^ plementation in the States and Union 
Terr. ;ries. In this direction, the NCERT de- 
velo: «training design, training package and 
aud: video material to be used in the train-

As a part of monitoring the SOPT 
tro ung programmes, Regional Institutes of 
Education and Field Advisors supervised the 
SOT training programmes in their respec- 


tive regions and provided necessary inputs 
and on-the-spot guidance to make them more 
effective. The impact studies of training 
programmes were also conducted. During the 
year about 2.80 lakh teachers were trained 
under SOPT scheme and from inception of 
this scheme in 1993-94 a total of about 12.5 
lakh teachers have been trained upto March 
1999. Besides this, the training of Key Re- 
source Persons was also organised by the 
NCERT for the States of Punjab, Himachal 
Pradesh, and North-East States. 


(D) Preparation of National 
Curriculum Framework for School 
Education 


In pursuance of recommendations made in 
the Programme of Action 1992 and also in 
Ninth Plan document, the Council initiated 
the work on preparation of National 


Curriculum Framework for School Education. 
In order to initiate the work in this direction, 
a Curriculum Group of six faculty members 
drawn from different NIE departments under 
the Chairmanship of the Director was con- 
stituted in the month of Septermber 1999. 


The Curriculum Group prepared a Discus- 
sion document on National Curriculum 
Framework for School Education by process 
of consulting every faculty member of the 
Council by organising Departmental meetings 
and also meetings in the Regional Institutes 
of Education, by interaction with specially 
invited eminent speakers, and also by look- 
ing into various kinds of theoretical and re- 
search materials. 


The Discussion document was released in 
the month of January 2000 and was sent to 
all the national and State level organisations, 
eminent educationists and to a cross section 
of people for their comments and observa- 
tions. The Curriculum Group also organised 
series of regional (one each in every region 
including North-Eastern) seminars, and also 
one National Seminar for Vocational Sector. 
A national level seminar for the central insti- 
tutions like CBSE, KVS, NVS, NOS, NIEPA, 
IGNOU, etc. was also organised. The Coun- 
cil also on the request of various voluntary 
organisations provided funds for conducting 
seminars to this effect. The seminars were 
organised by All India Primary Teachers' Fed- 
eration (AIPTE), Society for the Perpetuation 
of Art, Culture and Education (SPACE), 
Gandhi Shanti Pratisthan, National Academy 
of Sciences, Allahabad, Gandhi Shanti 
Pratisthan (for Nai Talim Institutions/ 
Teachers). 

In addition to these, the document was 
also discussed in a two-day conference of the 
Chairpersons of all the Boards of Secondary 
and the Higher Secondary Education in the 
country. 


The document is being finalised on the ba- 
sis of feedback received from different parts 
of the country as also in the light of the rec- 
ommendations made in various seminars and 
workshops. The final document is expected 
to be completed by July 2000.

Promotion of research and research based 
policy perspectives for qualitative improve- 
ment of school education are important con- 
cerns of the NCERT. The main functions in 
this area include: (i) developing and strength- 
ening institutional research capacity; (ii) re- 
search-based documentation of information 
on education, especially school-related as- 
pects; and (iii) providing channels of commu- 
nication to reach out to the functionaries and 
beneficiaries related to educational research 
and receiving feedback on research findings 
and their impact on education system. The 
NCERT has also been operationalising the 
National Component on Research under the 
District Primary Education Programme 
(DPEP). Apart from the constituent units of 
the NCERT undertaking research, the Edu- 
cational Research and Innovations Commit- 
tee (ERIC), a standing committee of the 
NCERT, acts as a catalyst to promote and 
support research in priority areas of school 
and teacher education. The ERIC members 
include eminent researchers in education and 
allied disciplines from Universities and Re- 
search Institutions and representatives of 
SIEs/SCERTs. 


Survey of Educational Research 
and Indian Educational Abstracts 


Conducting the Survey of Educational 
Research is one of the important activities of 
the NCERT. The Fifth Survey of Educational 
Research covered predominantly abstracts of 
the Ph.D. and M.Phil theses of the Indian 
Universities for the period 1988 to 1992. The 
second volume of the Fifth Survey of Educa- 
tional Research covering 1800 abstracts was 
finalised. 


A biannual research journal Indian Edu- 
cational Abstracts (IEA) has been introduced 
since 1996 to minimize the gap between the 
completion of the research studies and their 
dissemination. During 1999-2000, one 
combined issue of the Indian Educational 
Abstracts (Vol. VII & VIII) covering 201 ab- 
stracts was finalised. It is under print. The

ERIC - supported Research 
Projects 


During 1999-2000, thirteen research projects 
supported by the ERIC were completed, and 
forty-seven were in progress. The details of 
the projects are given below; 


A. Research Projects completed 
during 1999-2000 


A Study of Pupil's Preconceptions and Mis- 
conceptions on Selected Topics in Phys- 
ics at +2 Level by Dr H.C. Jain, RIE, Ajmer 


The study aims (i) to identify the pupils' pre- 
conceptions/misconceptions/naive theories/ 
intuitive ideas on selected topics in physics 
at +2 level, (ii) to determine the causes of mis- 
conceptions identified above and (iii) to sug- 
gest measures for the removal of misconcep- 
tions. Multiple choice tests were administered 
to plus two level pupils at different centres 
and group interviews were held to understand 
the reasons mentioned by them. Sample var- 
ied from 368 to 475 for different tests. The 
findings revealed that there is evidence for 
significant differences between what is ex- 
pected of the pupils after having been taught 
a certain topic and what they manifest as 
having actually learned. To reduce the gap 
between what we teach and what is learned, 
PI made the following recommendation that 
could be helpful. 


* Relevant content should be taught 
and related to real world. 


* Thought structures of the pupils may 
be studied and modified. 


* Pupil are made familiar with science 
process skills particularly related to 
the ability to identify idealisations and 
assumptions, need for approxima- 
tions and learning to interpret quali- 
tatively and the results of mathemati- 
cal analysis. 

* Physics teachers’ education 
programme should be revamped.

Level by Dr P. Vimla Devi, Tirupati

hearing loss; (iv) the reading ability of hear- 
ing impaired students was below 39% (v) 
hearing loss was not a basic factor influenc- 
ing students performance: The study revealed 
that the important reading skills such as iden- 
tifying, organising, relating, inferring, judg- 
ing and applying can be developed through 
questioning and directing in a classroom situ- 
ation, in teaching a lesson from a prescribed 
text, In fact these skills has to be practised 
in all lessons taught in a classroom, for de- 
veloping reading skills. 


Development of a Science Technology 
Society (STS) Approach of Teaching Science 
in Middle Schools and Try out its 
Effectiveness in Selected Schools by Dr A.C. 
Banerjee, Prof and Head, DENFAS, NCERT 


The study aims (i) to develop and field test 
STS modules, tests and STS approach of 


teaching science in middle schools (ii) to as- 
sess the effectiveness of the STS approach in 
the development of abilities in the multiple 
domains of concepts, problem solving and 
decision-making, creative thinking and atti- 
tudes in comparison to the traditional text- 
book approach. The sample comprises 622 
students (305 students in STS group and 317 
students in textbook groups of Classes VI, 
VII, VIII) from three schools and nine teach- 
ers, three from each school. Fourteen STS 
modules were developed. A quasi-experimen- 
tal design with pre-post control group has 
been adapted for this study. The students of 
STS classes are the experimental groups, 
while the students of textbook (TB) classes 
are the control groups. The statistical analy- 
sis includes unpaired and paired t-tests, one 
way ANOVA and Benoferinne multiple range 
test. The findings of the study revealed, abili- 
ties of students in the creativity domain are 
not significantly different between the STS 
and textbook groups. The results on attitude 
domain shows that STS approach has 
brought positive changes in attitudes of each 
student towards science teachers and classes 
in one of the project school. Thus, the STS 
approach holds promise in developing better 
solving and decision-making abilities in el- 
ementary classes. 


Problems of Children's Education Among 
the Primitive Chenchu Tribal Group in A.P. 
by Dr G. Eswaraiah, Hyderabad 


The present study is concerned with the prob- 
lems of children's education among primitive 
Chenchu in Andhra Pradesh. The study aims 
to know the extent of (i) primitiveness, (ii) ab- 
senteeism, stagnation and school dropouts, 
(iii) awareness and attitudes of parents to 
educate their children, (iv) aspiration of chil- 
dren for education, (v) teacher's interaction 
and interest with Chenchu students, (vi) cul- 
tural, socio-economic and administrative fac- 
tors associated with literacy, (vii) migration 
and education (viii) influence of tribal devel- 
opment programmes on the education of 
Chenchu children, and (ix) to suggest mea- 
sures to improve children's education. The 
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data of the present study consists 528 fami- 
lies and 2212 population, selected from six 
districts of Andhra Pradesh. Finding of the 
study revealed that (i) Chenchu are interested 
in livestock and poultry rearing and need 
regular veterinary services, (ii) they have over- 
all high illiteracy rate (76.696), low enrolment 
ratio, is negligible dropout at primary level, 
and irregular age admissions (overage and 
underage), (iii) there is sharp decline in en- 
rolment after 7th class due to non-willing- 
ness for long term schooling. Girls have al- 
most stopped after 7th class due to menarche, 
(iv) for some students subjects like Hindi, 
Maths and Science are tough. Special coach- 
ing is needed at government cost, (v) there 
should be better classroom management. The 
teacher has to concentrate on every child. 


Integrated System of Education in Bihar: 
A Study of Adjustment of the Handicapped 
Students by Dr Shashi Prabha, Patna Uni- 
versity, Patna 


The present study intends to study and evalu- 
ate the system of integrated education in to- 
tality. The study aims (i) to examine the back- 
ground characteristics of the handicapped 
students, levels of their educational and oc- 
cupational aspirations (ii) to assess the na- 
ture and pattern of integration of the handi- 
capped students with their teachers and non- 
handicapped students (iii) to evaluate the 
availability of facilities for the handicapped 
students and ascertain the gap between 
granted and available facilities (iv) to identify 
the problems that the handicapped students 
encounter in the process of integration and 
(v) to study the problems of adjustment among 
the handicapped students as perceived by 
their resource teachers, parents non-handi- 
capped students. The sample comprises 500 
(7O blind, 25 deaf, 370 ortho-handicapped 
and 15 multiple handicapped) handicapped 
children. In the course of investigation, it was 
found that the schools have not availed all 
the facilities granted by the government and 
not ensured hundred per cent of the ear- 
marked enrolment of the handicapped stu- 
dents. Policy of admitting the handicapped 
needs modification. Regarding the extent of

The study revealed 
i^t there existed no significant difference in 
gain scores on student-outcome variables like 
adjustment, self concept, intelligence, aca- 
deric anxiety, study involvement and aca- 
demic achievement perception. However, 
there were significant differences between 
high and low teacher expectation students in 
terms of gain in academic achievement moti- 
vation and academic achievement. It was 
found that in the case of academic achieve- 
ment motivation and actual academic 
achievement, students, nominated in high 
teacher expectation group showed higher 
mean gain scores as compared to students 
nominated in low teacher expectation group. 
It may also be concluded that in the process 
of formulating expectations towards individual 
students, teachers' perceptions of the quali- 
ties of student play an important role. 


Development of Concepts relating to Mea- 
surement among Visually Impaired Chil- 
dren by Dr Debjani Sengupta, Calcutta 


The objective of the study is to explain the 


mensural behaviour of blind and partially 
sighted children as compared to their sighted 
counterparts. The sample for the study con- 
sists of one hundred and sixty blind, partially 
sighted and sighted children in the age range 
six to twelve. Materials used for collecting 
data are a personal data sheet and a battery 
of tests to assess children's ability to mea- 
sure various properties of objects in space like 
distance, length, area, volume, mass and 
weight. Children's ability to conceptualise 
and measure time was also tested. The find- 
ings indicate that blind and partially sighted 
children are at par with sighted children in 
continuous direct and indirect measurement. 
But they show a definite lag in conservation 
and discrete measurement. Blind children 
showed difficulty in relating time to his sur- 
roundings. The findings have serious impli- 
cations for schools and rehabilitation 
programmes because competency to measure 
distance, weight, time, etc. is very much es- 
sential in every day life. A curriculum out- 
line conducive to measurement activities has 
been suggested in the report. 


A Critical Study of Family Problems Faced 
by the Learners, Socio-economic Status, 
Physical Facilities Available in Literacy 
Centres, Organisational and Instructional 
Spect of Literacy Programme and their 
Relation with Literacy Achievement of 
Female Learners in West Bengal by Dr 
Sharmistha Chakrabarti, Calcutta 


The study aims to study (i) the difficulties 
faced by the female learners at home for at- 
tending literary classes and to judge how it 
affects their achievement in literacy, (ii) the 
physical facilities available in the literacy cen- 
tres and its relation to the achievement of fe- 
male literacy, (iii) the socio-economic back- 
ground of the learners and to judge how it 
affects the achievement of learners, (iv) the 
organisational aspect of literacy programme 
and its relation to the achievement of literacy. 
The sample comprises 302 female learners 
in the age group (9-16 years), selected from 
two districts of West Bengal on the basis of 
recorded data on literacy achievement. Tools 
were mostly structured and few open-ended. 
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The findings of the study revealed (i) the per- 
formance of ST learners was poor, because of 
language problem, (ii the performance of 
learners in Birbhum District was significantly 
higher than South-24 Paragons District, (iii) 
the achievement was not dependent on in- 
come level of the family, (iv) poor correlation 
between perception income and achievement 
in literacy, (v) educational level of the family 
influences learners achievement, (vi) the rate 
of literacy was higher (64.6%) where the su- 
pervisor, village education committee, 
panchayat were working jointly for organising 
literacy centres, (vii) performance in 
numeracy is better than reading and writing, 
and (viii) the performance of female learners 
who were engaged in both household work 
and outside work was better than that of 
learners who were doing only household ac- 
tivities. It reveals that female learners were 
getting opportunities of regular interaction 
with each other in literacy centre. 


Development and Standardisation of 
Language Competency Tests in Hindi and 
Oriya by Dr Tapati Dutta, RIE, Bhubaneswar 


The project aims to develop and standardise 
the language competency tests in Hindi and 
Oriya for diagnosis of dyslexic children read- 
ing in Standard I to VII in primary schools 
and also intends to give suggestions of a ten- 
tative remedial programme. The sample com- 
prises 700 students, 350 from Hindi medium 
and 350 from Oriya medium of Grade I to VII, 
who were selected randomly from ten differ- 
ent urban schools of Bhubaneswar and Patna 
City. Analysis of data was done for both Hindi 
and Oriya word decoding and passage com- 
prehension tests to establish the working 
norms. Remedial programme for those stu- 
dents who performed badly on these tests was 
introduced. Comparison of pre-test and post- 
test result shows that there is significant im- 
provement in raw scores among those who 
receive the remedial programme. 


A Study of Factors Affecting Pupil's 
Achievement in Primary Schools of Orissa 
by Dr B.N. Panda, RIE, Bhubaneswar 


The major objective of the study was to com- 
pare the achievement level of the rural, 


urban and tribal class students in al! the 
school subjects.

The study is confined to impact of mic Jay 
meal scheme on girl child as in Uttar Pras sh 
there is no other incentive schemes for virls. 
The study aims at (i) whether mid-day meal 
provided by U.P. Government was available 
to all groups of female children, (ii) whether 
the scheme has any positive impact on en- 
rolment, attendance and retention of girls at 
the primary level, (iii) whether the scheme has 
any positive impact on attitudinal changes of 
parents towards education of girls (iv) whether 
there is any area of administrative bottleneck 
for an effective implementation of mid-day 
meal scheme for educational development of 
female children. The findings of the study 
show that mid-day meal provided by the U.P. 
Government is available to all groups of fe- 
male children and it has positive impact on 
attitudinal changes of parents towards edu- 
cation of girls. The figures show that the en- 
rolment of girl's child in the sample schools 
has increased after the introduction of mid- 
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day meal schemes. In order to implement the

The ='udy aimed at identifying the indigenous 
noton of intelligence in the Indian cultural 
cor «xt. To this end, attempts were made to 
(a) ^ ^cument, analyse and present the indig- 
enois thought as evident in the Indian schol- 
arl: ind folk traditions, and (b) examine the 


soc cultural construction of intelligence 
thr ch the study of people's perspective. A 
two »ronged methodological strategy was 
ado ed. In the first phase, efforts were made 
to --alyse the teachings of Bhagavad Gita, 
th- says Sanskrit Suktis guide behaviours, 
ar: he thoughts and feelings of common men 
as ¿contained in the form of Hindi proverbs. 
In te second phase, a multicentric study, em- 
plov ng 1885 participants selected from diverse 
eco cultural contexts, schooling, age and sex 
empirically analysed the lay man’s understand- 
ing and use of intelligence. 


Results indicated that decontextualised ab- 
stract structure of cognitive abilities, in ad- 
dition to recognising the cognitive abilities, 
the Indian view also takes into account the 
effective and motivational components. Four 
Jacets of intelligence were identified. These are 
cognition, social competence, task perfor- 
mance, and personality. In sum, the vision of 
intelligence, which emerges from this work, 
may be termed as ‘integral’ where totality, 
interconnectedness, interdependence and 
complementarity is stressed. The study ad- 
vocates for the development of measures of 
intelligence based on the indigenous notion 
of intelligence such as reported in this study, 
instead of ones developed following the theo- 
retical perspective of the Euro-American 
Countries.
